The  Eiofhty  fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
North  Carolina  was  held  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury, 
on  Wednesday,  May  16th,  A.  D.  1900. 

The  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese,  called  the  Convention  to  order  at  10  o'clock 

A.  M. 

The  Bishop  having  offered  prayers,  the  roll  was  called  by 
the  Secretary,  who  announced  that  a  quorum  was  present. 

On  motion,  a  recess  was  taken  for  Divine  service. 

At  11  o'clock  the  Litany  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Royal  G. 
Shannonhouse  and  the  Holy  Communion  celebrated  b}^  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Chas.  T.  Bland  and  the  Rev. 
F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  Rector  of  the  Parish.  The  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Jas.  D.  Miller  from  the  text: 
"As  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirit  of  God  they  are  the  sons 
of  God."     Romans  viii,  11. 

The  offerings  of  the  congregation  were  received  for  the 
New  York  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society. 

At  the  conclusion  of  Divine  Service  the  chair  was  taken 
by  the  Bishop. 

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  nominated  as  President  of  the  Conven- 
tion the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.  There  was  no  other 
nomination,  and,  on  motion,  the  Chairman  was  requested  to 
cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention  for  Dr.  Marshall,  who  was 
declared  elected. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  nominated  as  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
the  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle,  and  the  Chairman  being,  on  mo- 
tion, requested  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  declared 
him  elected. 

The  Secretary  announced  the  appointment  of  Mr.  G.  C. 
Lamb,  of  Henderson,  as  Assistant  Secretary. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  it  was 
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Resolved,  That  the  daily  sessions  of  the  Convention  begin  with  Morn- 
ing Prayer  at  9.30  o'clock  and  continue  until  5.30  P.  M.,  with  a  recess 
from  12.30  to  3.30  o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese  who  are  not  members  of  the 
Convention,  visiting  Clergymen,  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  pres- 
ent in  the  house,  be  and  they  hereby  are  invited  to  honorary  seats  in 
the  Convention. 

The  Convocations  having  been  called  to  meet  at  3  o'clock, 
a  recess  was  taken  until  3.30  o'clock.

REPORT    OF    THE    STANDING    COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee,  elected  by  the  last  Convention,  met  for 
organization  on  the  18th  day  of  May,  1899,  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro. 
The  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  was  elected  President  and  the  Rev.  Ju- 
lian E.  Ingle.  Secretary. 

At  this  meeting  it  was  resolved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to 
request  the  Bishop  to  return  to  the  Committee  the  papers  of  any  candi- 
date from  time  to  time  recommended  for  ordination,  who  shall  not 
have  been  ordained  within  twelve  months  of  the  time  of  such  recom- 
mendation. 

On  the  6th  of  July,  1899,  the  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the  con- 
secration of  the  Reverend  Arthur  L.  Williams,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor  of 
the  Diocese  of  Nebraska. 

On  the  22d  of  August,  1899,  the  Committee  consented  to  the  conse- 
cration of  the  Reverend  William  Loyall  Gravatt,  as  Bishop  Coadjutor 
of  the  Diocese  of  West  Virginia. 

On  the  23d  of  November.  1899,  the  Committee  gave  its  consent  to  the 
consecration  of  the  Rev.  Sidney  C.  Partridge,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Mis- 
sionary District  of  Kyoto. 

On  the  25th  of  January,  1900,  the  consent  of  the  Committee  was  given 
to  the  consecration  of  the  Reverend  Charles  Palmertson  Anderson, 
Bishop  Coadjutor-elect  of  the  Diocese  of  Chicago,  and  to  the  consecra- 
tion of  the  Reverend  Robert  Codman,  Jr.,  Bishop-elect  of  the  Diocese 
of  Maine. 

On  the  9th  of  May,  1900,  John  Linker  Saunders  was  recommended 
for  ordination  to  the  Diaconate,  and  at  this  meeting  the  Secretary 
was  directed  to  make  the  following  entry  upon  the  minutes  of  the 
committee  : 

"  WiUiam  Thomas  Bost  who  was,  on  the  31st  of  January.  1899,  re- 
commended for  ordination  as  a  Deacon,  not  having  been  ordained  for 
twelve  months  thereafter,  the  papers  recommending  him  for  ordina- 
tion are  by  the  Bishop  returned  to  the  Committee,  in  accordance  with 
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a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Committee,  at  a  meeting  held  in  Calvary- 
Church,  Tarboro,the  18th  day  of  May,  1899."

KEPOKT    OF    THE    TRUSTEES    OF    THE    DIOCESE. 

The  Trustees  to  hold  property  for  the  Diocese  respectfully  report  that 
since  the  last  Diocesan  Convention  they  have  received  and  filed  the  fol- 
lowing deeds  for  church  property  : 

(1.)  Deed  from  W.  I,  Everett  and  wife  to  the  Trustees,  for  a  lot  in 
the  town  of  Rockingham,  at  the  intersection  of  Green  and  Lawrence 
Streets,  140x65  feet,  dated  April  27,  1899,  and  registered  in  the  Register 
of  Deeds  office  for  Richmond  County,  Nov.  12,  1899.  This  deed  con- 
tains a  provision  that  if  the  lot  shall  cease  to  be  used  for  purposes  of 
worship  the  lot  shall  revert  to  the  vendor. 

(2.)  Deed  from  Isadore  Wallace  to  the  Trustees,  for  a  lot  at  the  corner  of 
Washington  Avenue  and  Tyler  Street  in  Statesville,  100x100  feet,  dated 
March  5, 1900.  and  duly  registered  in  Register's  office  for  Iredell  County. 

(3.)  Deed  from  D.  N.  Bennett  and  wife  to  the  Trustees,  for  a  lot  in 
Norwood,  Stanly  County,  50x90  feet,  dated  Sept.  9,  1891,  and  registered 
in  the  Register's  office  for  Stanly  County  April  16,  1897.  This  lot  has 
been  reconveyed  to  Mr.  Bennett  in  consideration  of  another  lot  just 
below  described,  which  the  Trustees  are  satisfactorily  informed  is  more 
valuable  and  more  eligible  in  location. 

(4  )  Deed  from  D.  N.  Bennett  and  wife  to  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire 
and  Richard  H.  Battle,  as  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  (the  name  of  Charles 
E.  Johnson  being  inadvertently  omitted),  for  about  one-seventh  (|)  of 
an  acre  in  Norwood,  Stanly  County,  on  Wall  Street,  and  adjoining  the 
academy  lot,  dated  April  3,  1900,  and  duly  registered.  The  Trustees  are 
advised  that  a  majority  of  the  Trustees  being  named  in  the  deed,  it  is 
effective  to  vest  the  equitable  title  to  the  lot  in  the  Diocese. 

In  part  fulfilment  of  the  terms  of  a  resolution,  adopted  by  the  Con- 
vention of  1898,  in  reference  to  a  sale  of  the  Bishop's  residence  in  Ral- 
eigh, the  Trustees,  on  May  25,  1899,  conveyed  to  Wm.  B.  Bishop,  and 
Mrs.  Oscar  L.  Betts,  respectively,  two  parcels  of  the  lot  constituting 
the  former  garden,  each  fronting  fifty  feet  on  Wilmington  Street  and 
running  back  the  width  of  the  property ;  the  consideration  for  each 
being  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000).  The  sale  of  these  lots,  with  $500 
received  from  the  city  for  a  strip  condemned  in  widening  Wilmington 
Street,  makes  $2,500  the  Diocese  has  realized  in  cash  from  this  prop- 
erty, leaving  the  net  outlay  for  what  remains  $6,500. 

The  Trustees  further  report  that,  sinee  the  last  Convention,  and  in 
pursuance  of  the  spirit  of  the  instructions  heretofore  given  them  by  the 
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Convention,  they  have,  with  the  assistance  of  the  Executive  Mission- 
ary Committee,  settled  with  Mr.arxd  Mrs.  C.  A.  Hamner  their  claim  on 
account  of  the  church  building  in  High  Point,  by  the  payment  of  $800, 
of  which  $675  was  the  residue  of  the  Speight  legacy  and  $125  was  con- 
tributed by  the  Bishop  from  a  fund  in  his  hands  to  be  used  at  his  dis- 
cretion.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    FINANCE. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that 
on  the  14th  of  May.  not  being  able  to  secure  the  presence  of  any  other 
member  of  the  Committee,  I  examined  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer 
and  the  securities  in  his  possession  and  found  them  all  correct.  The 
Bank  books  show  a  satisfactory  and  encouraging  balance  on  deposit.

REPORT    OF    THE    BOARD    OF    TRUSTEES    OF    ST.    MARY's    SCHOOL. 

To  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina : 

The  Trustees  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  to  the  Convention  that 
the  past  year  has  been  marked  by  steady  progress,  both  as  respects  the 
work  of  the  School  and  also  in  providing  for  the  indebtedness  of  the 
corporation.  The  Trustees  have  cause  to  feel  that  no  mistake  has  been 
made  in  the  choice  of  the  successor  to  the  last  Rector,  the  late  Dr. 
Smedes.  The  new  Rector,  the  Rev.  Theo.  D.  Bratton,  entered  upon  the 
work  with  the  disadvantage  of  having  to  take  it  up  just  as  it  was,  with 
no  opportunity  to  exercise  his  own  judgment  in  the  arranging  of  the 
course  or  in  the  organization  of  the  teaching  force.  His  administration 
has  been  quite  successful,  and  the  income  of  the  School  has  been  enough 
to  pay  all  expenses  and  the  insurance  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the 
interest  on  the  debt. 

The  Trustees  are  aware  that  much  needs  to  be  done  to  make  the 
School  all  that  they  desire.     Some  important  changes  and  improve- 
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ments  will  be  adopted  at  once,  and  others  as  the  means  may  become 
available.  In  the  meantime,  they  are  encouraged  by  the  many  evidences 
they  receive  of  the  loyal  support  they  can  depend  upon  in  all  parts  of 
the  dioceses  associated  in  its  maintenance.  They  believe  that  the  union 
of  all  Carolina  Churchmen  in  the  support  of  this  as  their  common  Dio- 
cesan School  for  girls  will  not  only  continue  to  be  for  the  advancement 
and  upbuilding  of  the  School,  but  that  in  other  ways  it  will  be  helpful 
in  the  Church  life  of  those  associated  in  its  support.  There  has  been 
some  diminution  in  the  number  of  day  pupils  on  account  of  the  open- 
ing of  a  large  female  school  in  Raleigh,  but  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  boarders,  and  the  prospects  for  the  next  year  seem  most 
favorable. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state  from  the  Report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, which  is  appended,  that  a  large  amount  has  been  subscribed  to- 
wards the  payment  of  the  purchase-money,  and  of  which  a  sufficient 
amount  in  cash  has  been  received  to  reduce  the  debt  to  $31,000.  leaving 
subscriptions  and  notes  on  hand  of  about  §9.000;  so  that  the  balance  of 
the  debt  unprovided  for  is  but  slightly  above  $20,000.  These  subscrip- 
tions and  payments  have  been  largely  due  to  the  work  of  the  financial 
agent  of  the  Board,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden.  who  is  still  engaged  in  the 
effort  to  pay  off  the  whole  debt  and  to  provide  at  least  some  small  en- 
dowment for  the  School.  Mrs.  Iredell  has  also  continued  her  faithful 
and  efficient  services.  Her  report,  as  well  as  that  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Corporation,  is  appended. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1897,  when  the  Convention  authorized 
the  Treasurer  to  turn  over  to  the  Corporation  of  St.  Mary's  certain  Dio- 
cesan funds  towards  the  payment  for  the  property,  it  was  provided  that 
a  free  scholarship  should  be  established  by  the  Trustees  for  the  educa- 
tion of  a  daughter  of  a  clergyman;  and  that  an  additional  free  scholar- 
ship should  be  established  for  the  education  of  a  needy  girl  for  every 
$3,000  which  should  be  paid  to  the  Trustees  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Miss  Mary  Ruffin  Smith.  The  nomination  to  these  scholarships  was  to 
be  in  t  e  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  Trustees  have  not 
been  able  to  comply  with  the  conditions  above  recited,  out  it  is  believed 
that  at  the  approaching  annual  meeting  of  the  Trustees  they  will  be 
able  to  fulfil  the  terms  on  which  the  money  was  received  and  to  estab- 
lish two  scholarships.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pittenger  presented  the  Report  of  the  Dio 
cesan   Commissioners   of   the   American    Church    Building 
Fund  as  follows : 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Commission  ends  on  the  1st  day  of  September, 
and  the  time  designated  by  this  Diocese  for  the  annual  offering  for  the 
Building  Fund  is  the  second  Sunday  in  November. 

A  little  attention  to  the  figures  given  below,  which  are  taken  from 
the  last  report  of  the  Commission,  will  show  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  work  which  has  been  done  in  our  own  Diocese  in  aiding  the  ex- 
tension and  upbuilding  of  the  church  within  our  own  territory.  Since 
the  inauguration  of  this  fund,  which  now  amounts  to  about  |350,000, 
the  church  within  the  present  limits  of  our  Diocese  has  received  assist- 
ance as  follows  :

The  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  presented  the  following  report 
which,  on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  : 

The  Principal  of  St.  Augustine's  School  begs  to  report  that  during 
the  last  j^ear  there  have  been  sixteen  teachers  and  nearly  three  hundred 
pupils  in  the  Institution.  There  are  to  be  seven  or  eight  graduates  from 
the  School  and  three  graduate  nurses  from  the  training-school  of  St. 
Agnes  Hospital.  A  house  has  been  built  as  a  residence  for  an  indus- 
trial teacher;  the  brick  laundry  is  almost  completed  and  a  new  reservoir 
and  p  jmp-house  have  been  built  for  new  water- works.  The  farm  is  in 
better  condition  than  ever  before.  The  order  and  discipline  of  the 
School  have  shown  a  marked  improvement  over  the  previous  year.  At 
the  request  of  the  Church  Commission  for  Work  among  Colored  People, 
the  Board  of  Managers  have  just  made  a  special  appropriation  of  $5,000, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Principal  will  thus  be  freed  from  the  necessity 
of  making  long  journeys  in  the  interest  of  the  Instituti  m  and  be  able 
to  devote  himself  to  his  proper  work  at  the  School.

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The  Bishop,  as  Chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Education 
and  Church  Building,  made  a  verbal  statement  in  ret^ard  to 
the  condition  of  the  funds  under  their  control.

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  requested  to  consider  the 
expediency  of  so  amending  the  Canons  as  to  require  an  annual  offering 
for  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  instead  of  a  Diocesan  Fund 
for  that  purpose. 

The  Secretary  laid  upon  the  table  a  notification  of  pro 
posed  changes  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  the 
United  States,  received  from  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Convention. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  on  Thurs- 
day morning  at  9.30  o'clock.

The  President  took  the  chair  and  called  the  Convention 
to  order. 

The  Secretary  noted  the  presence  of  several  Clergymen 
and  Delegates  who  had  not  answered  to  their  names. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer  made  a  verbal  statement  in  resrard  to  his 
Annual  Report. 
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The  chair  was  then   taken  by  the  Bishop,  who  read  his 
Annual  Address.     (See  Appendix  A.) 
On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  it  was 

Resolved  1,  That  the  Convention  approve  the  suggestion  of  the  Bishop 
that  an  Archdeacon  for  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  be  ap- 
pointed. 

2.  That  the  statistical  portion  of  the  Bishop's  address  be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

3.  That  the  portion  of  the  address  referring  to  St.  Mary's  School  be 
referred  to  a  special  Committee  of  five,  whose  report  shall  be  considered 
in  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  sit  this  evening  after  service  at  8  o'clock. 

4.  That  so  much  of  the  address  as  refers  to  the  late  Rev.  Jos.  Blount 
Cheshire,  D.D.,  be  referred  to  a  special  Committee,  consisting  of  two 
clergymen  and  one  layman,  to  report  to  this  Convention. 

The  Bishop  appointed  as  members  of  the  Committee  on 
St.  Mary's  School,  the  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Meade,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
James  D.  Miller,  Mr.  Jos.  B.  Batchelor,  Mr.  S.  S.  Nash  and 
Mr.  Ileriot  Ciarkson.  For  the  Committee  appointed  to  re- 
port upon  the  death  of  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  Cheshire  he  named 
the  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  and 
Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle. 

A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Canons  presented  by  the 
Chairman  was  referred  back  to  the  Committee  for  further 
consideration. 

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle  presented  the  following  report: 

The  Commissioners  for  the  sale  of  the  land  of  the  late  Mary  R.  Smith 
respectfully  report  that,  during  the  last  Fall,  they  offered  the  said  land 
in  the  whole,  and  also  in  parcels,  at  public  auction,  and  that  they 
received  no  satisfactory  offers  except  for  two  parcels  for  $1,105 — one- 
third  cash  and  the  residue  at  one  and  three  years,  with  interest  from 
date.  The  cash  payment  was  promptly  forwarded — one-half  to  the 
Treasurer  of  this  Diocese  and  the  other  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese 
of  East  Carolina.

It  is  with  feelings  of  congratulations  extended  to  the  Church,  and 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Guilds,  Auxiliaries  and  generous  individuals,  that 
enable  tlie  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Train- 
ing Institution  to  report  another  prosperous,  well  sustained  year  in  the 
life  of  the  Institution,  and  to  show  this  more  exactly,  we  herewith 
submit  the  report  of  the  Superintendent. 

We  congratulate  ourselves  on  having  obtained  the  services  of  the 
Reverend  Walter  J.  Smith.  His  ideals  are  pitched  on  a  high  key  and 
it  is  his  chief  endeavor  to  reach  the  lofty  and  noble  in  the  hearts  of  the 
children  ;  elevating  and  uplifting  the  character,  dealing  with  them  in 
perfect  candor,  requiring  strict  obedience  promptly  rendered,  inspir- 
ing them  with  love,  confidence  and  veneration. 

These  orphans  are  in  a  special  sense  God's  children — ••  Children  of  the 
Most  High'" — "Children  of  the  Kingdom,"  and  are  worthy  of  the 
Superintendent's  best  efforts,  and  he  fully  appreciates  the  fact.  And, 
too,  they  are  worthy  of  generous  gifts  on  our  part,  and  would  that  we 
fully  appreciated  that  fact  and  would  meet  the  full  measure  of  our 
duty. 

We  mingled  with  the  children  and  were  delighted  to  observe  that 
their  eyes  looked  confidence  and  intelligence,  and  their  faces  bore  un- 
mistakable marks  of  content  and  happiness. 

No  clouds  of  gloom,  no  dissatisfied,  drooping  countenance,  "no  scale 
of  dragon  tooth  of  wolf,  adder's  fork,  or  blind  worm's  sting'*;  on  the 
contrary  joyous  and  free  and  open,  linked  and  twined  together  in  one 
happy  family,  high  with  hope  and  courage  and  purpose. 

As  illustrating  this  high  purpose  a  gentleman  sitting  beside  me,  ever 
on  the  qui  vive  for  ministerial  timber,  with  quite  a  lot  of  children 
around  us,  said  : 

"  Who  of  you  want  to  become  clergymen  ?" 

"  I  do,"  --I  do,"  "  I  do,"  sprang  jubilant  and  spontaneously  from  the 
lips  of  every  boy  in  presence. 

Yes.  the  training  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  efficient  assistants  is 
designed  to  bring  out  and  develop  the  best  characteristics  of  these  chil- 
dren of  the  Church,  and  they  will  assert  their  manhood,  courage  and 
action  in  the  future,  and  you  will  be  honored  in  shielding  the  feeble  and 
providing  and  sustaining  this  splendid  home. 

The  beautiful  lawn,  sun-kissed,  and  shaded  by  the  branches  of  stately 
pines,  whose  odoriferous  needles,  stirred  by  the  warm  south  winds  mak- 
ing melody  and  singing  of  quietness  and  peace— indeed  the  whole  sur- 
roundings—are full  of  beauty,  beatitude  and  benediction,  a  veritable 
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haven  of  rest  for  the  orphan  of  our  loved  North  Carolina,  whose  father 
or  mother,  and  perhaps  both,  have  passed  over  the  River;  but  not  as 
those  who  went  from  earthland  long  ago,  when 

"  Many  a  heart  was  sore  afraid, 
And  many  a  triumph  was  delayed, 
For  no  provision  had  been  made 
To  shield  the  feeble,  motherless  babe." 

The  wants  of  your  Institution  are  ever  growing,  as  witness  report  of 
your  Superintendent,  and  the  Board  of  Managers  with  confidence 
appeals  for  memorial  gifts  and  large  contributions  from  the  generous 
rich,  which  will  enable  them  to  enlarge  this  work  of  love  for  the  chil- 
dren of  the  Church.

REPORT    OF    THE    REV.    W.    J.    SMITH,    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    THOMP- 
SON ORPHANAGE   AND   TRAINING   INSTITUTION. 

To  the  Board  of  Managers — Greeting: 

The  past  year  has  brought  many  blessings  to  the  Orphanage,  show- 
ing that  the  work  has  a  firm  hold  upon  the  hearts  of  the  people  of  the 
State,  but  it  has  also  brought  its  sufferings  and  its  losses.  The  cases  of 
sickness  from  June  to  December  have  been  unprecedented  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  Institution.  During  that  period  there  were  over  forty  cases 
of  malaria  and  typhoid  fever,  eight  of  which  were  of  the  latter  type. 
There  was  also  one  other  death,  caused  by  an  acute  attack  of  cerebro- 
spinal meningitis.  The  cases  in  the  early  summer  were  attended  by 
Dr.  Pressly.  and  those  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  by  Dr.  Capehart, 
who  succeeded  Dr.  Presslj-  in  July  as  phj^sician  for  the  Institution. 
Both  of  these  gentlemen  were  as  attentive  as  possible,  and  did  all  they 
could  for  the  relief  of  the  little  sufferers.  The  first  case  of  typhoid 
fever  occurred  in  Bronson  Hall,  in  June,  and  was  fatal;  the  other  cases 
occurred  in  the  Fall,  three  in  Bronson  Hall  and  four  in  Thompson  Hall, 
the  two  fatal  cases  being  in  the  latter  house.  Miss  Mackay  and  Miss 
Capehart  nursed  the  patients  faithfully  and  well,  but  as  the  cases  in 
Thompson  Hall  increased,  and  became  more  serious,  the  physician  in 
charge  thought  it  advisable  to  emj)loy  the  services  of  a  trained  nurse, 
and  accordingly  Miss  Ehzabeth  Sims,  of  Maryland,  who  was  in  the  city 
at  the  time,  came  out  and  took  charge  of  the  Infirmary  in  Thompson 
Hall.  It  was  thought  at  the  time  that  her  services  would  be  needed 
only  a  few  weeks,  but  case  after  case  claimed  her  attention,  and  she  did 
not  get  away  till  after  Christmas.  She  nursed  nine  cases  altogether, 
for  which  she  was  paid  $205.00,  she  having  made  a  liberal  reduction 
from  her  regular  charges  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  Institution. 
Being  at  a  loss  to  account  for  so  much  sickness  amongst  the  children. 
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I  had  the  premises  thoroughly  inspected  at  different  times,  first  by  Dr. 
Strong,  the  County  Superintendent  of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  Dr. 
Capehart,  the  physician  of  the  Institution  :  and  then  by  the  three 
plumbers  of  the  city,  and  lastly  by  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  city 
drainage.  While  no  positive  conclusions  were  arrived  at  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  sickness,  yet  many  valuable  suggestions  were  made,  some  of 
which  have  been  carried  out. 

I  have  dwelt  somewhat  at  length  on  this  subject,  because  it  is  a  very 
serious  and  important  matter,  involving  the  loss  of  three  lives,  and  the 
expenditure  of  over  three  hundred  dollars. 

Since  January  the  health  of  the  children  has  been  remarkably  good, 
and  there  is  not  now  a  case  of  sickness  in  the  Institution. 

During  the  past  year  the  school-room  has  been  divided  into  two  com- 
partments, and  otherwibe  improved  so  as  to  make  two  good  comforta- 
ble rooms,  amply  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  school  for  some  years  to 
come.  The  large  room  was  finished  complete  with  funds  given  by 
Mrs.  E.  a.  Muse,  of  hocky  Mount,  as  a  memorial  to  her  son.  Before, 
however,  the  inside  work  could  be  done,  it  was  necessary  to  put  a  new 
roof  on  the  building,  and  it  was  decided  to  have  it  of  slate,  so  as  to  cor- 
respond with  the  rest  of  the  building,  and  also  be  more  economical  in 
the  end. 

The  whole  work  on  the  school-room  cost  about  $440.  Another  L  ng- 
needed  improvement  has  been  made  by  relaying  the  floor  of  the  gen- 
eral reception-room  of  Thompson  Ball,  and  wainscoting  the  walls  to 
the  height  of  four  feet.  This  was  done  partly  by  funds  raised  by  Miss 
Mackay  and  Miss  White,  and  will  cost,  when  finished,  about  thirty  dol- 
lars. 

Besides  the  above,  ten  or  twelve  dollars  have  been  spent  on  drainage 
to  get  rid  of  stagnant  water  in  the  pasture  and  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Jamison  is  getting  the  farm  in  better  shape,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
he  will  make  a  better  crop  this  year. 

The  work  in  the  school-room  has  progressed  satisfactorily  through- 
out tha  year.  Much  to  our  regret.  Miss  Carroll  had  to  return  home  in 
October  to  stay  with  her  mother,  and  since  that  time  her  place  has  been, 
filled  very  acceptably  by  Miss  Josephine  Osborne,  of  Charlotte. 

Miss  Essie  Call,  having  asked  for  a  leave  of  absence  from  January  to 
September,  her  place  has  been  supplied  by  Miss  Panthea  White,  of  Man- 
son,  who  has  also  discharged  her  duties  very  acceptably. 

Miss  Mackay  and  Miss  Capehart  have  continued  to  do  faithful  and 
efficient  work  in  caring  for  the  threescore  children  committed  to  tlieir 
care.  Feeling  that  the  burden  of  the  work  was  becoming  too  much  for 
her,  Miss  Mackay  tendered  her  resignation  to  the  Bishop  last  Fall,  and. 
it  was  accepted,  though  it  has  never  gone  into  effect. 

The  Messenger  of  Hope  still  renders  material  assistance  to  the  work 
of  the  Orphanage,  both  directly  and  indirectly,  and  but  for  the  sickness. 
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of  our  agent  would  have  paid  a  handsome  profit  last  year.  Miss  Batche- 
lor  started  out  to  do  her  best  work  for  the  paper,  but  after  a  few 
months  had  to  give  it  up  on  account  of  her  health. 

Miss  Mattie  A.  Whitaker,  of  Raleigh,  was  secured  to  take  her  place, 
and  only  recently  began  her  canvass.  The  result  of  her  efforts  thus  far 
clearly  demonstrates  the  importance  of  keeping  an  agent  in  the  field  all 
the  time.  We  are  fortunate  in  having  obtained  such  a  competent  suc- 
cessor to  Miss  Batchelor. 

As  will  be  seen  by  a  comparison  with  the  last  report,  the  contribu- 
tions this  year  are  greatly  in  excess  of  those  of  last  year,  and  I  wish 
again  to  express  my  grateful  appreciation  of  the  general  interest  shown 
in  the  work  throughout  the  State.  Besides  the  regular  contributions, 
I  will  mention  the  following  special  gifts  : 

One  hundred  dollars  from  Mrs.  E.  G.  Muse,  of  Rocky  Mount,  for  the 
school-room,  a  memorial  to  her  son;  $12.50  from  Mrs.  M.  E.  Cowles,  of 
Los  Angeles,  Cal.,  towards  a  fund  of  $50,  as  a  memorial  to  her  daugh- 
ter; $40  from  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  St.  Mary's  School,  Raleigh, 
to  be  given  annually,  and  to  be  known  as  the  Bennett  Smedes  Scholar- 
ship, and  $'2,000  from  Mr.  Frank  Wood,  of  Edenton,  also  a  memorial,  to 
be  used  in  some  permanent  improvement,  or  the  interest  to  be  used  for 
current  expenses. 

Besides  the  above.  I  have  received  a  legacy  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
William  Campbell,  of  German  ton.  to  the  amount  of  $35,  and  I  have 
been  notified  that  property  valued  at  $250  has  been  left  to  the  Orphan-, 
age  by  the  late  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Fonville,  of  St.  Mary's  Parish,  Kinston, 
and  that  payment  will  be  made  as  soon  as  the  estate  can  be  settled. 

During  the  year  we  have  received  into  the  Orphanage  fourteen  chil- 
dred:  eight  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  five  from  East  Caro- 
lina, and  one  from  the  District  of  Asneville. 

Three  of  the  children  have  been  returned  to  their  homes,  four  have 
found  homes  elsewhere,  two  have  been  taken  away  by  their  father  to 
be  placed  with  his  other  child  in  another  orphanage,  one  has  entered 
the  >  orraal  School,  at  Greensboro,  and  four  have  been  taken  from  us 
by  dtath. 

Applications  have  been  made  for  the  admission  of  sixty-one  chiLiren 
during  the  year,  and  *  e  could  only  receive  fourteen  of  that  number. 

Nineteen  persons  have  applied  for  children,  and  the  greater  part  of 
:these  applications  also  had  to  be  refused. 

The  number  in  the  Orphanage  at  the  present  is  the  same  as  it  was 
last  year— sixty-two— thirty-four  from  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina, 
twenty-two  from  East  Carolina,  and  six  from  the  District  of  Asheville. 

The  special  needs  mentioned  in  the  last  year's  report  still  exist,  and 
the  only  request  I  now  make  is  that  we  be  given  at  least  $500  this  year 
for  repairs  and  improvements.  Twice  that  amount  would  not  be  too 
.much. 
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In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  again  to  express  my  sincere  thanks 
to  all  the  kind  friends  of  the  Institution  throughout  the  State,  especi- 
ally those  of  Charlotte,  and  particularly  those  who  have  so  cheerfully 
and  willingly  rendered  professional  services  to  the  children.  Specially, 
too,  do  I  thank  the  railroads  and  express  company  for  their  continued 
favors  toward  the  Institution.  And,  in  conclusion,  I  feel  that  I  must 
exprtssmy  deep  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  me 
during  my  sickness,  and  at  other  times,  by  my  brother.  Col.  A.  L. 
Smith,  in  keeping  the  accounts  of  the  Institution.

The  Bishop  appointed,  as  members  of  this  Committee, 
the  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden,  the  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson,  Mr.  Wm. 
E.  Stone,  Mr.  H.  C.  Jones  and  Mr.  Jesse  G.  Ball. 

The  Rev.  Francis  W.  Hilliard,  from  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  be  instructed  to  have 
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printed,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  one  thousand  copies  of  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese  as  amended  up  to  the  close  of 
this  Convention:  Provided  that  the  cost  shall  not  exceed  $50. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess. 


Thuksday,  May  ITth,  3.30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 
The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  presented  the  following 

REPORT   OF   THE  EXECUTIVE  MISSIONARY   COMMITTEE. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report : 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  which  is  in  the  hands  of 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  shows  a  very  material  increase  in  the 
amount  received  and  distributed  during  the  past  year  as  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  This  increase  is  partly  a  real  increase  in  the 
offerings  of  the  people  and  partly  apparent  from  certain  sums  of  money 
being  this  year  carried  into  this  account  which  form  no  part  of  the  ordi- 
nary income  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Committee.  Your  Committee, 
in  order  to  a  clearer  presentation  of  the  facts  of  the  case,  submit  the 
following  analysis  and  summary  of  the  Treasurer's  account  with  the 
Diocesan  Missionary  Fund. 

Last  year's  report  showed  a  total  of  contributions  for  the  preceding 
year  of  §1,872.83  ;  this  year's  account,  when  analyzed,  shows  contribu- 
tions from  Parishes  and  individuals  of  $2,837.70,  an  increase  of  very 
nearly  one  thousand  dollars. 

An  examination  of  the  items  of  the  report  shows  the  following  :

The  Secretary  of  the  Committee  has  been  rendering  most  effective 
service  during  the  year,  and  the  Committee  believe  that  he  has  not 
only  very  materially  increased  the  receipts,  but  that  in  other  ways  his 
work  has  been  useful  in  pointing  out  certain  methods  which  should  be 
adopted  into  the  regular  system  of  our  Diocesan  work.  He  has  visited 
Parishes  and  congregations  and  by  public  sermons  and  addresses,  as 
well  as  by  private  solicitations,  he  has  helped  to  increase  the  general 
interest  of  our  people  in  the  work.  In  this  part  of  his  work  he  has 
visited  nearly  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

But  by  far  the  most  important  part  of  his  work  has  been  in  the  mis- 
sion field  itself  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  he  has  spent 
the  greater  part  of  his  time.  This  part  of  his  work  has  been  in  the  first 
place  to  visit  points  where  the  services  of  the  Church  have  not  been 
maintained  heretofore,  or  where  they  have  temporarily  ceased  on  ac- 
count of  the  absence  of  a  minister.  In  these  places  he  has  ministered 
to  the  scattered  and  neglected  members  of  the  Church,  and  in  many 
instances  has  by  his  services  prepared  for  the  Bishop's  visitation  and 
brought  persons  to  Baptism,  to  Confirmation  and  to  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion. He  has  inspected  schools  in  the  Mission  field,  and  been  of  very  great 
assistance  in  opening  up  new  points  for  work.  Several  new  Missions 
have  already  been  begun,  or  will  be  commenced  in  a  very  short  time,  as 
a  result  of  his  labors  in  this  direction;  and  more  remains  to  be  done  of 
this  same  kind  of  work. 

But  an  important  part  of  his  duty  has  been  in  visiting  Missions  and 
congregations  under  the  charge  of  Missionaries,  and  by  his  inspection 
of  the  work,  and  by  his  influence  with  the  people,  bringing  them  to  a 
fuller  sense  of  their  responsibility  and  arousing  them  to  a  greater  in- 
terest. Both  the  Bishop  and  the  Committee  have  been  so  impressed 
with  the  importance  of  the  work  thus  undertaken  that  they  look  upon 
the  continuance  of  it  as  one  means  whereby  the  influence  of  the 
Church  is  likely  to  be  very  widely  extended  beyond  its  present  limits, 
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and  new  centers  of  missionary  operation  continually  added  to  those 
already  established. 

During  the  year  he  has  held  163  services,  delivered  168  sermons  and 
addresses,  administered  the  Holy  Communion  27  times,  baptized  11 
persons,  officiated  at  7  funerals,  and  at  3  marriages. 

Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  in  whatever  form  the  Bishop 
may  think  it  best  to  continue  this  assistance  to  him  in  the  missionary 
work,  which  is  so  important  a  part  of  his  charge,  it  should  be  made  a 
regular  feature  of  the  administration  of  the  mission  field,  and  they  feel 
most  hopeful  of  increasing  good  results  to  be  accomplished  by  it. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Clergy  and  people  of  the  Diocese  be  earnestly 
requested  to  continue  their  efforts  to  procure  monthly  subscriptions 
for  the  support  of  the  missionary  work  of  the  Diocese  until  every 
member  of  the  Church  shall  have  become  a  subscriber  thereto. 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  our  people  be  reminded  of  the  duty  of  praying 
for  the  extension  of  God's  Kingdom  in  this  Diocese,  and  of  assisting 
the  same  by  their  personal  labors  and  by  their  gifts  ;  and  further,  that 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  remember  the  needs  of  this  work  when 
they  come  to  make  their  wills  for  the  disposition  of  their  property  after 
their  death. 

Your  Committee  further  recommend  that  the  following  resolution 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  : 

Resolved,  That  Canon  XIV  of  Chapter  II  be  so  amended  as  to  provide 
that  in  congregations  where  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  obtain 
monthly  subscriptions  for  Diocesan  Missions,  as  at  present  enjoined,  a 
monthly  or  quarterly  collection  through  the  offertory  at  a  Sunday  ser- 
vice may  be  substituted  therefor.

The  Rev.  F.  W.  Hilliard,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee 
on  Canons,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  Chapter  III,  Canon  I,  Section  2,  be  stricken  out,  and 
also  the  words  and  Missions  from  the  title  of  the  Canon,  and  the  fol- 
lowing Canon  adopted,  to  be  entitled  Missions,  and  to  be  added  as 
Canon  VIII  to  Chapter  III. 

Section  1.  Any  Mission  outside  the  limits  of  an  already  existing 
Parish  may  be  organized  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  discretion,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  residents  in  the  neighborhood. 
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Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  an  Organized  Mission  shall  be  a  Warden, 
Treasurer  and  Clerk,  two  of  the  offices  being  held,  if  necessary,  by  one 
person , 

Sec.  3,  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  above-named  officers  at  the  or- 
ganization of  the  Mission,  and  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  Advent 
of  each  year :  Provided,  That,  whenever  the  number  of  adult  male  com- 
municants in  said  Mission  shall  be  not  less  than  five,  said  male  com- 
municants shall,  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some 
other  day  be  appointed  by  the  officers,  elect  from  their  own  number  the 
officers  of  the  Mission  ;  and,  in  case  they  fail  to  do  so,  the  Bishop  may 
either  appoint  new  officers,  or  allow  the  officers  last  chosen  to  continue 
until  the  first  Monday  in  Advent  next  ensuing.

Sec.  4.  The  salaries  of  all  Missionaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  Mission- 
ary Committee,  through  the  Treasurer,  and  all  moneys  contributed  to 
the  support  of  any  Missionary  shall  be  paid  to  the  Missionary  Commit- 
tee through  said  Treasurer :  Provided,  That  a  receipt  from  the  Mis- 
sionary, filed  with  said  Treasurpr.  shall  count  for  so  much  money  paid 
him  on  his  salary.

Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  Rectors,  Missionaries  and  Vestries  is 
earnestly  called  to  Chapter  I,  Canon  XIII,  requiring  quarterly  remit- 
tances on  the  assessments  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  to  prevent  embarrassment  to  the 
Treasurer  and  great  inconvenience  to  the  Bishop. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pittenger,  from  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
ofiPered  the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted : 
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Resolved,  That  arrearages  on  account  of  the  Episcopal  and  Contingent 
Fund  be  remitted  as  follows :

Mr.  Kemp  P.  Battle,  from  the  Committee  appointed  for 
the  purpose,  presented  the  following  Memorial  of  the  late 
Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D.,  which  was  unanimously 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  portion  of  the  Bishop's  ad- 
dress relating  to  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire.  D  D., 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

On  the  9th  day  of  September,  1899,  it  pleased  Almighty  God  to  call 
to  Himself  the  oldest  and  one  of  the  most  useful  and  honored  of  the 
clergymen  of  this  Diocese,  the  Reverend  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire.  D.D., 
of  the  Parish  of  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro. 

Ancestors  of  Dr.  Cheshire,  in  every  generation  since  the  organization 
of  the  Parish  of  St.  Paul's,  Edenton.  in  1701,  have  been  among  its 
Wardens  or  its  Vestrymen.  He  was,  therefore,  a  Churchman  by  inher- 
itance as  well  as  by  conviction.  Trained  for  the  profession  of  the  law 
he  sacrificed  the  probabilities  of  a  brilliant  career  in  ex  -hange  for  the 
service  of  the  Church,  when  its  members  were  few  and  scattered  and 
its  prospects,  according  to  human  view,  clouded  with  gloom.  For  sixty 
years  he  labored  with  the  ability  and  enthusiasm  and  tireless  energy 
which  always  insure  success.  His  work  was,  by  his  own  choice,  of  a 
missionary  character.  The  present  strong  Parishes  of  Tarboro  and 
Scotland  Neck  are  composed  largely  of  families  brought  into  the 
Church  by  his  influence.  His  unbending  integrity  and  frankness  of 
speech,  his  unflinching  moral  and  physirial  courage,  his  strict  fair- 
ness in  business  dealings,  his  unselfish  devotion  to  others  of  his  time, 
his  talents,  his  means  and  his  counsels,  his  loving  heart  and  wideness 
of  sympathy,  his  transparent  purity  of  soul  and  undoubting  faith  in 
the  verities  of  Christianity,  his  utter  freedom  from  worldly  ambition, 
his  hatred  of  cant  and  the  sham  falsities  of  conventional  social  life — in 
fine  his  possession  in  largest  degree  of  the  virtues  of  the  Christian 
gentleman,  attracted  the  admiration  of  his  neighbors,  and  led  to  the 
desire  to  follow  him  as  a  spiritual  teacher  and  guide.  He  loved  his 
people  and  thej'  loved  him.  He  caused  it  to  be  understood  that  no 
temptation  of  larger  renumeration  or  more  conspicuous  position  could 
call  him  from  them.  When  the  infirmities  of  age  forced  him  to  give 
up  active  duties,  the  dignity  of  Rector  Emeritus  was  to  him  a  highly 
prized    relationship.     His   services    in   the    legislative    bodies   of    the 
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Church,  both  in  Diocesan  and  General  Conventions,  were  rendered  with 
enthusiasm  and  wisdom  equal  to  his  services  in  his  Parishes.  Always 
punctual,  always  fully  informed  as  to  the  questions  under  discussion, 
he  brought  to  their  decision  the  intelligence  of  a  large  brain  and  well 
trained  mind,  together  with  sincerest  purpose  to  ascertain,  and  carry 
into  effect,  the  truth. 

The  influence  of  this  good  man  was  not  alone  exercised  for  the  up- 
ward raising  of  the  public.  In  his  family  relations  he  was  peculiarly 
tender  and  loving.  The  wise  training  of  his  children  is  evinced  by  the 
fact  that,  aided  by  the  wife,  w-hose  virtues  were  the  counterpart  of  his 
own.  he  gave  to  this  Diocese  a  Bishop,  and  other  children  whose  labors 
in  God's  vinej^ard  are  most  efficient  and  tireless. 

Resolved.  That  the  Secretary  set  apart  a  page  in  the  Journal  in 
memoriam  of  our  deceased  brother.  M.  M.  Marshall.

Mr.  Wm.  A.  Erwin,  from  the  Committee  appointed  at  the 
last  Convention  to  consider  the  resolution  offered  bv  the 
Kev.  E.  A.  Osborne  on  the  Proper  Support  of  the  Clerg}^, 
presented  the  following  report: 

The  undersigned  members  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  resolution  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne,  offered  at  the  Convention  of 
1899  in  regard  to  the  Proper  Support  of  tlie  Clergy,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  have  not  been  able  to  have  a  full  meeting  of  the  Committee ; 
one  member,  from  whom  valuable  suggestions  were  hoped  for.  having 
entered  into  rest  since  the  last  Convention,  and  two  others  being  ab- 
sent from  this  Convention. 

The  minority  present,  however,  would  respectfully  recommend  that 
all  members  of  the  Convention  be  urged  to  exert  themselves  to  create 
a  greater  interest  in  Diocesan  Missions,  so  that  not  only  a  sufficient 
amount  can  be  raised  to  provide  for  the  stipends  of  the  Missionaries 
now  wholly  or  in  part  supported  from  this  fund,  but  that  there  may  be 
raised  an  additional  sum  which  can  be  drawn  upon  to  supplement,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Bishop,  the  salaries  paid  to  their  Rectors  by  the 
weaker  Parishes. 

They  would  also  recommend  that  where  a  Parish  is  unable  or  unwil- 
ling to  provide  a  reasonable  support  for  a  minister,  the  Bishop  extend, 
if  feasible,  his  field  of  labor  to  some  other  point  or  points,  to  the  end 
that  a  reasonable  maintenance  may  be  secured. 

We  further  recommend  to  all  the  Parishes  to  solicit  from  their  peo- 
ple annual  subscriptions  to  be  paid  monthly  or  weekly,  and  to  adopt 
and  push  the  weekly  envelope  system.  Wm.  A.  Erwin,

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  a  recess  until  8  o'clock. 


Thursday,  May  17,  8  p.  m. 

Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Henry  C. 
Parkman  and  Walter  J.  Smith. 

The  Convention  having  been  called  to  order  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Rev.  Wm.  A.  Meade,  D.D.,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  Special  Committee  to  whom  were  referred  sundry  papers  touch- 
ing the  Diocesan  School  for  Girls,  find  themselves  at  a  loss  to  add  any- 
thing to  the  admirable  and  comprehensive  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, including  full  financial  statements. 

They  can  but  express  briefly  in  the  form  of  resolutions  their  convic- 
tions based  upon  this  showing. 

Resolved,  That  the  Convention  express  its  gratification,  first,  at  the 
progress  made  by  the  School,  which  already  gives  promise  of  the  best 
results  under  the  brief  term  of  the  administration  of  the  new  Rector, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton,  and  at  the  fact  that  the  School  has  not  only  been 
self-sustaining,  but  has  also  contributed  from  its  receipts  a  consider- 
able sum  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  debt ;  second,  at  the 
large  measure  of  success  which  has  come  of  the  efforts  of  the  Financial 
Agent,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden,  and  the  cooperative  work  of  Mrs.  Ire- 
dell, in  organizing  affiliated  Parochial  Guilds,  whereby  the  debt  has 
been  reduced  from  $40,000  to  about  §22,000. 

Your  Committee  would  further  recommend  that  this  occasion  be 
availed  of  to  commend  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pruden  to  the  hearty  cooperation 
of  all  Rectors  of  Parishes  in  furtherance  of  his  worthy  mission,  viz  :  the 
speedy  relief  of  this  noble  Institution  from  the  burden  that  is  hamper- 
ing its  usefulnes.  Wm.  H.  Meade,

On  motion,  the  Convention  went  into  Committee  of  the 
Whole  and  Mr.  John  S.  Henderson  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Committee  rose  and  the  Chairman  reported  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Special  Committee,  which,  on  his  motion,  were 
adopted  by  the  Convention.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  at  9.30  o'clock  by  the  Rev.

The  Bishop  called  the  Convention  to  order  and  the  Min- 
utes of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Rev.  Robert  B.  Owens  presented  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  report  the  following  matter 
requiring  the  attention  of  the  Convention  :  On  page  48  of  the  Journal  of 
1899 — a  request  from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  through  the  Chairman  of 
the  Finance  Committee  that  his  salary  be  reduced  from  §2,500  to  $2,000. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Battle,  its  consideration  was  postponed  until 
the  meeting  of  this  Convention.  Robt.  B.  Owens, 

Chairman. 

Mr.  Paul  B.  Means  presented  a  communication  from  the 
Yestry  of  all  Saints'  Church,  Concord,  relative  to  the  as- 
sessment laid  upon  the  Parish,  which  was  subsequently 
withdrawn  ;  and  on  motion  of  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden,  the 
arrearages  due  from  that  Parish  were  remitted. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Pittenger  presented  the  following 

REPORT   OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   FINANCE. 

k 

The  Committee  on  Finance  can  not  be  held  responsible  for  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  Diocese,  and  certainly  is  not  answerable  for  the 
results  of  legislation  enacted  in  years  gone  by. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  seems  to  be  simply  an  assessing  machine, 
and  can  only  act,  under  the  present  regulations,  as  the  executors  of  the 
will  of  the  Convention. 

Acting  under  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Convention  of  1898  (see 
Resolution  2,  page  27,  of  the  Journal  of  1898),  we  have  assessed  the 
Parishes  and  Missions  to  the  extent  of  133^  per  cent  on  the  amounts 
reported  in  the  Journal  of  1899,  under  the  heads  "  Minister's  Salary" 
and  "Current  Expenses."  This  assessment  will  yield,  for  the  year 
ending  April  1,  1901,  if  the  assessments  are  all  paid,  $3,144.74. 
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Tbe  amount  assessed  upon  the  Parishes  for  the  year  ending  April  1, 
1900,  was  $3,301.60. 

Of  this  amount,  there  has  been  received  on  the  assessments  for  the 
year  §1,586.11 ;  less  than  half  the  amount  assessed. 

There  has  been  paid  on  arrearages  $1,898.79,  making  the  total  receipts 
from  the  Parishes  $2,984.96. 

The  Treasurer  began  the  year  with  a  balance  on  hand  of  $759.51.  But 
for  that  balance  there  would  have  been  a  deficit  this  year  of  $555.23. 
That  is,  the  Diocese,  has  expended  this  year  $555.22  more  than  it  has 
received  from  the  churches. 

The  outlook  for  the  coming  year  is  as  follows : 

Amount  assessed  upon  the  churches $8, 144.  74 

Probable  income  from  Permanent  Fund 500. 00 

Balance  from  last  year 214. 74 

Total  probable  income 8, 859. 48 

This  is  true  only  on  condition  that  all  of  the  assessments  are  paid. 
The  fixed  charges  of  the  Diocese,  as  furnished  by  the  Treasurer  and 
reported  to  the  Convention  one  year  ago,  amount  to  $4,000. 

Unless  the  assessments  are  paid  more  uniformly  than  they  have  been 
heretofore,  the  Diocese  will  certainly  be  confronted  with  a  deficit  at 
the  end  of  the  current  year. 

The  following  assessments  have  been  made  upon  the  amounts  re- 
ported in  the  Journal  of  1899.

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  presented  the  folio u-ing  report  of 
the  Trustees  of  the  Boys'  School  at  Salisbur}^ : 

The  Board  of  Trustees  respectfully  report  that  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee had  to  close  the  School  in  the  fall  of  1899  for  lack  of  patronage, 
caused  by  the  great  improvement  in  the  free  public  schools  of  Salisbury. 
We  deem  it  best  that  the  School  should  not  be  opened  during  the  com. 
ing  school  year,  and  that  the  buildings  be  rented  out. 

The  debts  on  the  property  are  : 

Remainder  of  purchase-money $1 02. 50 

Due  on  insurance 21 .  56 

Total 124. 06 

The  Treasurer  has  on  hand  $40,  received  for  rent  The  rents  will  soon 
pay  off  the  debts  and  will  afford  a  revenue  for  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry  We  have  here  a  very  valuable  property,  and  it 
will  no  doubt  be  handled  for  the  advantage  of  the  Church.

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Mr.  John  Wilkes  offered  the  following  preamble  and  res- 
olution, which,  on  motion,  were  laid  on  the  table. 

Whereas,  The  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee  shou-s  that  a  per- 
centage of  the  assessments  on  the  current  expenses  of  the  Parishes  is 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  estimated  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  therefore 
be  it 

Resolved,  Tliat  the  Finance  Committee  be  directed  to  increase  the 
percentage  on  the  current  expenses  of  the  Parishes  to  that  figure  that 
will  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Kev.  A.  A.  Pruden,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  be  instructed  to  settle 
with  all  persons  whose  unpaid  notes  for  the  Increase  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  he  holds  in  his  hands,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  satisfactory 
to  the  givers  of  the  same 

On  motion  of  Mr.  E.  H.  Battle,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  in  printing  the  new  edition  of  the  Constitution  and 
Canons,  the  Bishop  and  Secretary  are  authorized  to  make  any  changes 
in  the  Rules  of  Order  necessary  to  bring  them  into  conformity  to  the 
Canons 

Mr.  Jos.  B.  Batchelor  offered  the  followirg  resolutions, 
all  of  which  were,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Canons,  to  report  to  the  next  Convention : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Canons  to  prepare 
an  amendment  to  the  Canons,  giving  female  communicants  the  right 
to  vote  in  all  meetings  of  congregations,  w^hether  of  Parishes  or  Missions 

Resolved,  That  in  all  Missions  the  female  communicants  may  form 
part  of  the  Mission,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  in  the  election  of 
officers  of  the  Mission,  and  on  other  questions  connected  with  the  Mis- 
sion. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  prepare  an  amendment  to 
carry  this  resolution  into  effect. 

The  Kev.  Sidney  S.  Bost,  in  behalf  of  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Durham,  presented  an  invitation  to  the 
Convention  to  meet  in  that  church  May  22,  1901.  On  mo- 
tion, the  invitation  was  accepted  with  thanks. 

The  annual  elections  being  in  order,  the  Rev.  M.  M.  Mar- 
shall, D.D.,  the  Pev.  Benjamin  S.  Bronson,  the  Rev.  Julian 
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E.  Ingle,  Mr.  Kichard  H.  Battle,  and  Mr.  P.  E.  Hines,  M.D., 
were  nominated  as  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for 
the  ensuing  year.  No  other  nominations  being  made,  the 
Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Conven- 
tion, and  they  were  declared  elected. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Johnson  was  nominated  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Convention,  and  the  Secretary  being  instructed  to  cast 
the  vote  of  the  Convention,  he  was  declared  elected. 

The  Rev.  I.  McK.  Fittenger,  D.D.,  and  xMr.  Samuel  S. 
Nash  were  nominated  as  delegates  to  the  Missionary  Coun- 
cil, and  elected  by  the  vote  cast  by  the  becretarj^,  as  in- 
structed by  the  Convention". 

The  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  was  nominated  as  a  Trustee  of 
St.  Mary's  School.  The  Chairman  being  requested  to  cast 
the  vote  of  the  Convention,  he  was  declared  elected. 

Messrs.  R.  H.  Lewis,  M.D.,  R.  H.  Battle,  D.  Y.  Cooper, 
and  A.  B.  Andrews  were  also  nominated,  and  a  ballot  was 
ordered  for  the  election  of  three  Trustees.  Messrs.  Maurice 
J.  O'Neil  and  G.  C.  Lamb  were  appointed  tellers. 

While  the  ballots  were  counted  the  following  business 
was,  by  unanimous  consent,  introduced : 

The  Rev.  J.  H.  M.  Pollard,  Archdeacon  for  the  work 
among  colored  people,  presented  his  annual  report,  which 
on  his  motion,  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State 
of  the  Church.     (See  Appendix  B). 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  ofl'ered  the  following  resolutions, 
which  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  purposes  to  pay  all  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionaries their  entire  salaries  from  its  Missionary  Treasury. 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  shall  prepare  to 
put  this  principle  in  force  as  soon  as  in  their  opinion  it  can  be  done,  and 
that  they  have  full  power  to  do  whatever  they  think  proper  to  accom- 
plish that  end. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  presented  to  the  Convention  an 
invitation  to  attend  a  reception  to  be  given  by  the  Daugh- 
ters of  tho  King,  between  the  hours  of  4  and  6  this  after- 
noon.    The  invitation  was,  on  motion,  accepted. 
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Mr.  R.  H.  Battle  nominated  as  Trustees  of  the  Boys' 
School  at  Salisbury,  the  Rev.  F.  J.  Murdoch,  D.D.,  the  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost,  and  Mr.  Theodore  Buerbaum.  There  being 
no  other  nominations,  the  Secretary  was  requested  to  cast 
the  vote,  and  they  were  elected. 

On  motion  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  he  was  author- 
ized to  pay  the  expenses  of  all  Clergy  of  the  Diocese  attend- 
ing the  Convention,  but  not  entitled  to  seats. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  nominated  as  Managers  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Osborne  and  Mr. 
Joseph  G.  Shannonhouse.  In  the  absence  of  other  nomina- 
tions, the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the  vote,  and  they 
were  elected. 

The  tellers  of  the  vote  for  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School 
appeared  and  announced  the  election  of  Messrs.  R.  H.  Bat- 
tle, D.  Y.  Cooper,  and  R.  H.  Lewis,  M.D. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  nominated  as  members  of  the 
Education  Committee  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne,  the  Rev. 
Sidney  S.  Bost,  and  Mr.  Stephen  F.  Lord.  There  being  no 
other  nominations,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  cast  the 
ballot,  and  they  were  elected. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Charles  T.  Bland  and  James  D.  Miller 
were,  on  motion,  excused  from  further  attendance. 

The  Rev.  F.  W.  Hilliard  presented  the  following 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  as  instructed  by  tlie  Convention,  beg  leave 
to  present  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved.  That  the  Canons  be  amended  by  the  omission  of  the  words 
a  Church  Building  Committee  to  consist  of  five,  from  Chapter  I.  Canon 
VIII,  Section  l,and  the  whole  of  Section  5  of  the  same  Canon  ;  also 
that  the  title  of  Chapter  I,  Canon  XIV.  be  simply  Collections,  and  that 
in  Section  1  all  after  the  words  Education  Fund  be  stricken  out,  and 
that  instead  there  be  inserted  the  words,  and  of  the  Relief  Fund  of  the 
Diocese,  and  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission ;  also 
that  all  reference  to  a  Church  Building  Committee  be  umitted  from  the 
Rules  of  Order. 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 
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The  Rev.  A.  B.  Hunter  presented  the  following 

REPORT   OF   THE  COMMITTEE   ON   THE  STATE   OF  THE   CHURCH. 

Your  Committee  is  confronted,  first  of  all,  by  certain  figm'es  drawn 
from  the  Parochial  reports  which,  while  not  alarming,  certainly  de- 
serve due  consideration. 

There  is  a  decrease  of  22,  or  over  5  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  bap- 
tisms as  compared  with  those  reported  last  year.  There  is  a  decrease  of 
60,  or  over  1  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  communicants.  There  is  a  de- 
crease of  63,  or  15  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Sunday  School  teachers, 
and  of  203,  or  7  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Sunday  School  scholars. 
There  is  an  increase  of  30,  or  13  per  cent,  in  the  number  of  Confirma- 
tions. This  is  the  only  item  where  we  have  noted  an  increase,  and  this 
is  doubtless  due  to  the  abundant  labors  of  our  Bishop,  now  able  to  de- 
vote himself  entirely  to  his  own  Diocese. 

Your  Committee  does  not  presume  to  assign  any  cause  for  what  seems 
a  backward  movement,  nor  does  the  Bishop,  further  than  is  given  in  his 
address  to  the  Convention  We  can  only  commend  these  facts  to  the 
consideration  of  our  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  and  ask  them  for 
such  a  degree  of  faithfulness  as  may  bring  due  increase  from  the  Lord 
of  the  harvest 

We  note  that  at  eighteen  stations  there  is  no  Sunday  School.  If  the 
Cliurch's  cetechetical  system  is  faithfully  administered  by  w4se  priests 
in  charge  of  these  stations,  we  can  find  no  fault,  but  if  the  statistics 
show  an  utter  lack  of  religious  instruction  for  the  young  at  these 
points,  it  is  a  condition  of  affairs  which  ought  to  be  remedied  at  once. 

The  financial  showing  seems  to  indicate  a  decrease  in  the  aggregate 
of  offerings,  notwithstanding  the  greater  degree  of  prosperity  which 
has  come  to  the  fields  and  mills  of  our  State  The  Treasurer  is  greatly 
hampered  b}^  the  want  of  promptness  of  the  Parishes  in  sending  the 
amount  of  their  Diocesan  obligations  each  quarter,  a  condition  of  affairs 
which  ought  to  be  remedied  by  Christian  people  intent  upon  meeting 
their  honest  obligations  to  their  Lord  and  His  Church. 

We  note  with  pleasure  the  increase  in  the  offerings  for  Diocesan  Mis- 
sions, and  trust  that  the  appointment  of  an  Archdeacon  may  so  further 
the  w^ork  of  the  Diocese  as  to  command  the  interest  of  our  people. 

If  at  any  time  there  is  a  deficit  in  the  Diocesan  funds,  either  lor  the 
support  of  the  Bishop  or  the  Missionary  work,  we  believe  it  ought  to 
be  kept  clearly  and  definitely  before  the  Diocese  until  paid,  in  order 
that  the  permanent  funds  of  the  Diocese  may  in  no  case  be  impaired. 

We  congratulate  the  Diocese  upon  the  efficiency  of  St.  Mary's  School, 
and  pledge  to  its  new  Rector  our  help  and  sympathy  in  carrying  on  this 
most  important  work.  When  the  Diocese  determined  that  the  prop- 
erty should  be  purchased,  it  seemed  a  hazardous  business  venture,  and 
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it  would  have  been  so  had  not  the  School  been  so  strongly  entrenched 
in  the  affections  of  several  generations,  and  had  its  oversight  not  been 
committed  to  the  care  of  wise  and  faithful  men,  intent  upon  fulfilling 
the  wish  of  the  Diocese  for  its  purchase  and  wise  administration  On 
behalf  of  the  Diocese  we  extend  to  the  Trustees,  and  to  their  financial 
agents,  Mrs.  Iredell  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pruden.  our  grateful  acknowledg- 
ment for  what  betokens  the  fulfillment  of  their  hopes  and  ours. 

The  Diocese  is  to  be  greatly  congratulated  upon  the  settlement  of  the 
difficulty  at  High  Point,  which  had  been  a  subject  of  discussion  in  sev- 
eral Conventions. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  generous  offerings  to  the  Thompson  Orphan- 
age, and  the  beginning  of  an  endowment  fund.  We  ask  that  generous 
Christian  people  may  make  memorial  gifts  and  remember  this  beautiful 
charity  in  their  wills.  The  faithful  Superintendent  has  our  hearty 
sympathy  in  'the  trial  through  which  he  has  passed  in  his  own  illness 
and  that  of  several  of  the  children  committed  to  his  care.  We  hope 
that  the  grounds  and  buildings  may  be  placed  in  such  condition  as 
thoroughly  to  remedy  any  sanitary  difficulty. 

We  note  the  increase  in  active  membership  of  the  Woman's  Auxili- 
ary. Their  report  shows  offerings  of  money  and  boxes  to  the  amount 
of  82,115.30.  an  increase  over  last  year  of  $193.01,  and  last  year's  work 
had  already  shown  an  increase  of  $303.11  over  the  previous  year. 

We  would  ask  that  our  people  take  greater  interest  in  the  Messenger 
of  Hope,  which  brings  news  of  the  Diocese  as  well  as  of  the  Orphanage 
to  the  homes  of  the  people.  Increased  support  would  in  time  make  it  a 
useful  weekly  paper. 

We  rejoice  at  the  increased  usefulness  of  St.  Peter's  Hospital,  Char- 
lotte, and  in  the  work  accomplished  by  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital 
for  colored  people. 

We  are  glad  to  note  the  steady  work  of  the  Church  among  colored 
people,  as  given  in  the  report  of  the  Archdeacon,  and  to  hear  of  the 
increased  support  of  St.  Augustine's  School  by  the  Board  of  Managers 
for  Missions. 

The  work  of  Missions  is  the  great  work  of  the  Church,  whether  it  be 
in  cur  own  communities,  in  the  Diocese,  or  in  the  world  beyond,  at 
home  or  abroad.  It  is  the  one  work  which  the  Church's  Lord  has  com- 
mitted to  it  to  do.  Unless  the  life  of  the  Church  expands  and  overflows, 
it  has  ceased  to  grow,  and  lack  of  growth  means  decay  and  degenera- 
tion. W"e  would  respectfully  ask  the  Convention  whether  more  of  the- 
few  hours  at  its  disposal  each  year  could  not  be  given  to  the  promotion 
of  the  Missionary  work,  as  it  is  the  life  and  growth  of  the  Church. 

The  Bishop  has  urged  upon  us  a  greater  interest  in  Foreign  Missions, 

and  we  have  had  at  this  Convention  a  most  interesting  and  practical 

address  from  one  of  our  faithful  Missionaries  in  China.     We  would  ask 

the  Bishop  and  Archdeacon  if  some  arrangement  might  not  be  made 
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whereby  all  our  Parishes  and  Mission  stations  could  be  brought  into 
direct  personal  contact  with  a  foreign  missionary  from  the  field  at  a 
series  of  services  so  arranged  as  to  allow  him  to  pass  from  Parish  to 
Parish  without  unnecessary  loss  of  time.  Perhaps,  at  such  a  series  of 
services,  a  representative  of  our  Diocesan  Missions,  of  St.  Mary's  School, 
the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  of  the  mis- 
sionary work  in  the  Diocese,  could  bring  the  facts  of  such  work  directly 
before  our  people.  The  life  of  the  people  of  our  smaller  Mission  Parishes 
could  thus  be  brought  into  touch  with  the  larger  life  of  the  Diocese,  as 
shown  at  our  annual  gatherings,  and  the  whole  work  of  the  Church 
might  be  moved  forward.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Paul  B.  Means,  the  consideration  of  the 
report  was  made  the  Order  of  the  Day  for  3.30  o'clock  this 
afternoon. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Kash  nominated,  as  members  of  the  Executive 
Missionary  Committee,  Messrs.  Wm.  L.  London,  Charles  M. 
Busbee,  G.  C.  Lamb,  John  Wilkes  and  Richard  H.  Battle. 
There  were  no  other  nominations,  and  the  Secretary  being 
instructed  to  cast  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  they  were 
declared  elected. 

The  Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Rev.  Ed- 
win A.  Osborne  as  Archdeacon  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  adopted : 

The  Special  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Thompson  Orphanage  and  Training  Institution 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  carefully  examined  said  report  and 
that  of  the  Superintendent,  the  Rev.  W.  J.  Smith,  and  while  they  are 
gratified  at  the  splendid  work  done  during  the  year  just  closed,  as  well 
as  at  the  magnificent  financial  showing,  yet  their  hearts  are  filled  with 
sadness  at  the  deplorable  fact  that  forty-seven  orphans  knocked  at  the 
doors  and  asked  for  admission  which  the  Superintendent  was  compelled 
to  refuse  for  lack  of  room  and  means  to  support  them.  Your  Commit- 
tee therefore  recommend  that  a  Special  Committee  be  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  investigate  the  cost  of  erecting  additional  buildings,  suffi- 
cient to  increase  our  capacity  to  one  hundred  children  instead  of  sixty- 
two,  as  is  now  the  case,  and  also  to  report  the  approximate  additional 
yearly  cost  of  maintaining  the  enlarged  institution,  and  to  report  to  the 
next  Convention. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  request  of  the  Superintendent  for  five  hun- 
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dred  dollars  during  the  year  for  improvements  and  repairs  ;  in  view  of 
the  many  needs  in  this  direction  we  consider  the  request  very  modest, 
and  we  recommend  to  the  Clergy  and  laymen  of  this  Convention  that 
they  bring  this  request  before  their  people  at  home,  and  see  that  Mr. 
Smith  gets  his  $500  at  an  early  date. 

We  regret  to  know  that  Miss  Macka}^  has  resigned  her  position  at  the 
Orphanage,  which  she  has  held  so  long  and  filled  so  acceptably,  and  we 
still  hope  that  after  a  few  months  of  rest  and  quiet  she  will  be  able  to 
resume  her  duties. 

We  also  regret  to  learn  that  Miss  Batchelor's  continued  ill-health 
prevents  her  from  carrying  on  the  good  work  which  she  has  been  doing 
as  agent  of  the  Messenger  of  Hope,  and  we  sympathize  with  her  deeply 
in  her  affliction. 

We  are  especially  gratified  at  the  increased  number  of  memorial  gifts 
which  have  been  made  to  the  Orphanage  during  the  past  year,  and  we 
especially  commend  to  our  Church  people  throughout  the  State  this 
method  of  making  contributions,  and  we  recommend  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  that  they  take  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  erect- 
ing, in  suitable  portions  of  the  buildings,  memorial  tablets  to  commem- 
orate these  gifts,  and  state  what  use  was  made  of  the  money.  We 
would  also  respectfully  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  proper 
facilities  be  provided  for  technical  instruction,  such  as  cooking,  sew- 
ing, etc. 

We  are  particularly  gratified  at  the  high  standard  the  Messenger 
of  Hope,  the  official  organ  of  the  Orphanage  and  of  the  Diocese,  has 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  and  we  are  deeply  impressed  with  the 
importance  of  this  excellent  little  paper  going  into  the  home  of  every 
Church  family  in  the  State,  and  we  earnestly  ask  the  Clergj^  to  aid  in 
bringing  about  this  result. 

And  lastly,  we  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
that  they  take  under  consideration  the  advisability  of  using  the  endow- 
ment funds  now  in  hand  and  other  similar  funds  which  may  shortly 
come  into  their  hands  for  the  purpose  of  building  a  number  of  cottages 
for  rent  on  portions  of  the  Orphanage  property,  as  we  believe  a  larger 
income  can  be  derived  from  such  an  investment  than  from  any  other. 

In  conclusion,  we  commend  this  noble  institution  and  its  helpless 
inmates  to  the  tender  love,  earnest  prayers  and  generous  gifts  of  all 
the  good  people  of  our  State. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Commission  of 
five  to  ascertain  the  cost  of  erecting  suitable  additional  buildings  at  the 
Thompson  Orphanage,  sufiicient  to  accommodate  a  total  of  one  hun- 
dred children  ;  also  the  additional  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  en- 
larged institution.

REPORT    OF    THE    COMMITTEE    ON    CANONS. 

The  Committee  on  Canons,  under  instruction,  beg  leave  to  offer  the 
folio  \ving  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  Sec.  2,  Canon  XIV,  Chapter  I,  be  amended  by  adding 
the  words  :  Provided,  that  in  congregations  where  it  has  been  found 
impracticable  to  obtain  monthly  subscriptions  for  Diocesan  Missions, 
as  at  present  enjoined,  a  monthly  or  quarterly  collection  through  the 
offertory  at  a  Sunday  service  may  be  substituted  therefor.

The  resolution  was,  on  motion,  adopted. 
Mr.  Iredell  Hilliard  offered  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution,  which  were  adopted  : 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  system  there  is  doubt  as  to  the  territo- 
rial jurisdiction  of  the  various  Parishes  and  organized  Missions  in  this 
Diocese ;  and 

Whereas,  No  provision  whatever  is  now  in  force  in  this  Diocese 
under  which  the  limits  of  Parishes  and  Missions  in  rural  districts  can 
be  determined  with  accuracy  ;.  and 

Whereas,  Large  parts  of  the  country  districts  in  the  various  coun- 
ties, where  there  are  already  established  Parishes  or  Missions,  are 
without  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  said  Parishes  or  Missions ;  now, 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Canons  be  and  it  is  hereby  requested 
to  prepare  a  Canon  to  be  submitted  to  the  next  Convention  of  this  Dio- 
cese, providing  :  1.  That  when  there  is  but  one  Parish  or  organized 
Mission  in  a  county,  its  territory  shall  be  co-extensive  with  that  of  the 
county  in  which  it  is  situated.  2.  A  scheme  for  the  apportionment 
amongst  the  several  Parishes  and  Missions  of  the  whole  territory  com- 
prised in  the  various  counties  in  which  there  are  situated  more  than 
one  Parish  or  Mission,  or  one  or  more  of  each.  3.  A  scheme  for  fixing 
the  territorial  limits  of  Parishes  or  Missions  to  be  organized  in  the 
future. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  John  Wilkes  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  are  hereby  tendered  to 
the  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  and  to  the  citizens  of 
Salisbury  generalh^  for  their  generous  hospitality  extended  to  the 
members  of  the  Convention,  to  the  Woman's  Auxiliary,  and  to  the  vis- 
itors in  attendance  on  the  meetings  of  this  body. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess. 
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Fkiday,  May  18,  3.30  p.  m. 

The  Convention  reassembled,  the  Bishop  in  the  chair. 

The  Order  of  the  Day  was,  on  motion,  postponed,  and  the 
Bishop  announced  the  appointment  of  the  Committee  called 
for  by  the  resolution  appended  to  the  Report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  the  Thompson  Orphanage,  as  follows:  The 
Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  D.D.,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Pruden,  Mr.  J.  G. 
Shannonhouse,  Mr.  John  S.  Myers  and  Mr.  Heriot  Clarkson. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Bronson  offered  a  resolution  that  after  this 
year  the  Convention  shall  cease  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
Clergy  attending  the  Convention,  and  that  the  Parishes  and 
IVLissions  be  requested  to  meet  such  expenses  of  their  Clergy. 
On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  the  resolution  was  laid 
on  the  table. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marshall,  the  Convention  went 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  Mr.  Jos.  B.  Batch- 
elor  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  Committee  rose  and,  through  its  Chairman,  offered 
the  following  resolution,  which  was  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  regards  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  as  of  great  value,  and  hopes 
that  they  will  appeal  to  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all  the  people  of  the 
Diocese. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  be  instructed  to 
procure,  in  whatever  way  may  seem  to  them  best,  an  accurate  state- 
ment of  the  number  of  baptized  persons,  confirmed  persons  and  commu- 
nicants of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  for  the  use  of  the  Census  of  1900. 

The  Rev.  Julian  E.  Ingle  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Diocesan  Associa- 
tion of  the  Clergymen's  Retiring  Fund  Society,  beg  leave  respectfully 
to  report  that  the  members  of  the  Society,  resident  in  this  Diocese, 
met  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro,  May  17.  1899,  and  formed  an  Associa- 
tion for  the  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  behalf  of  the 
Clergy  of  North  Carolina.  The  plan  has  now-  been  enlarged  so  as  to 
include  in  the  Association  all  persons  in  the  Diocese,  both  male  and 
female,  who  may  be  w^illing  to  assist  in  the  work  which  provides  an 
annuity  for  all  Clergymen  60  years  of  age,  for  whom  have  been  made 
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advance  payments  equivalent  to  the  dues  of  at  least  five  years,  amount- 
ing to  $60. 

The  number  of  our  Clergy  already  enrolled  is  24  ;  we  invite  the  co- 
operation of  all  friends  of  the  aged  Clergy,  in  placing  all  the  rest  in  the 
Society,  so  that  each  one  may  have  a  paid-up  membership,  which  shall 
entitle  him  to  an  annual  pension  upon  reaching  the  required  age. 

During  the  past  year  contributions  have  been  received  by  the  Asso- 
ciation from  thirteen  congregations  and  sundry  individuals,  amounting 
to*  $175.68,  of  which  $139.44  has  been  paid  on  behalf  of  seven  of  the 
Clergy,  leaving  in  hand  a  balance  of  $36.24,  with  which  we  hope  to 
entitle  another  veteran  to  an  annuity  as  soon  as  its  increase  shall  ena- 
ble us  to  do  so. 

These  sums  do  not  include  the  annual  dues  of  sundry  members,  paid 
directly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  parent  Society,  but  they  indicate  the 
advantage  gained  by  the  accumulation  of  small  offerings  from  many 
sources,  combined  and  appropriated  by  a  central  committee  for  the 
benefit  of  our  home  Clergy  in  a  general  institution,  whose  endowment 
has  grown  in  12  years  from  $33,000  to  $156,000. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  the  Diocesan  Association,  two  of  our 
Clergy  have,  within  the  past  year,  been  made  members  of  the  Retiring 
Fund  Society,  the  payments  of  two  members  have  been  completed,  and 
partial  payments  made  in  three  other  cases. 

We  hope  that  a  larger  number  of  congregations  will  make  annual 
offerings  in  the  future,  and  that  we  may  receive,  during  the  coming 
year,  many  names  of  both  Clergy  and  Laity — of  both  men  and  women — 
for  insertion  on  the  roll  of  our  Diocesan  Association.

There  being  no  further  business,  Mr.  Maurice  J.  O'^N'eil 
moved  that,  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes  and  the  usual 
concluding  devotions,  the  Convention  should  stand  ad- 
journed sine  die.     The  motion  was  agreed  to. 

The  Minutes  having  been  read  and  approved,  and  the 
Bishop  having  briefly  addressed  the  Convention,  the  Gloria 
in  Excelsis  was  sung,  the  Bishop  offered  prayer,  pronounced 
the  Benediction,  and  declared  the  Convention  adjourned.

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ADDRESS  OF  THE  BISHOP. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  : 

Upon  the  invitation  of  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  and  in  pursuance  of 
the  authority  vested  in  me,  I  have  called  you  to  meet  in 
this,  one  of  the  oldest  churches  of  the  Diocese.  The  elec- 
tion of  Bishop  Ravenscroft  took  place  in  Salisbury  in  1823, 
thouo;h  not  in  this  building,  and  the  Convention  of  1829  was 
held  in  this  very  church  in  which  we  are  now  assembled. 
So,  without  reviving  the  faint  traditions  of  the  St.  Luke's 
Parish  of  colonial  times,  this  present  organization  and  this 
sacred  ediflce  are  among  the  earliest  of  our  existing  Parishes 
and  churches.  Able  and  godly  men  have  here  ministered 
in  holv  things,  and  faithful  and  saintly  lay  people  have 
adorned  the  history  of  this  Parish.  May  we  be  followers 
of  the  holiest  and  best  of  them,  even  as  they  were  followers 
of  Christ ;  and  may  these  memories  of  the  past  stir  us  up  to 
zeal  and  faithfulness  in  our  work  for  God's  Kingdom  and 

glory. 

Again  we  are  called  upon  to  thank  God  for  the  good  ex- 
ample of  one  of  our  brethren  of  the  Clergy,  who  having 
finished  his  course  in  faith  now  rests  from  his  labors.  _  At 
his  home  in  Tarboro,  in  which  he  had  resided  for  fifty  eight 
years  lacking  a  few  months,  on  the  9th  day  of  September 
last,  fell  on  sleep  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  Senior  Priest  of  the 
Diocese  since  the  death  of  Dr.  Wheat  in  1888.  It  will  not 
be  expected  that  I  should  undertake  to  give  here  an  esti- 
mate of  his  character,  or  of  the  value  of  his  life  and  labors 
to  the  Church,  but  I  may  be  pardoned  for  recording  a  few 
facts  in  regard  to  him.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  lacked 
but  a  few  months  of  completing  the  eighty-fifth  year  of  his 
life  and  the  sixtieth  year  of  his  ministry.  He  came  of  a 
family  on  one  side,  which  had  in  every  generation  furnished 
Vestrymen  and  Wardens  to  the  Parish  in  Eden  ton  since  the 
first  organization  of  the  Church  in  Albemarle  by  the  Act  of 
ITOI ;  and  though  about  the  time  of  the  death  of  Mr.  Petti- 
o^rew  in  1807  his  mother  became,  for  a  time,  a  member  of 
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the  Methodist  Society  in  Eden  ton,  she  brought  up  her  son 
carefully  in  the  Church  Catechism,  and  sent  him  regularly 
to  the  Church  to  be  catechised  after  the  Kev.  Mr.  Avery 
had  come  to  supply  Mr.  Pettigrew's  place.  He  became  a 
communicant  of  the  Church  in  his  very  early  manhood,  and, 
after  a  brief  period  spent  in  the  practice  of  the  law  on  the 
Edenton  circuit,  he  was  ordained  Deacon  by  Bishop  Ives 
when  he  had  just  completed  his  twenty  fifth  year.  His  work 
from  that  time  is  written  in  the  life  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese,  and  is  recorded,  so  far  as  such  a  life  can  be  recorded, 
in  the  registers  of  his  Parishes  and  in  the  Journals  of  our 
Diocesan  Conventions.  It  may  be  worth  mentioning  that 
the  Churchmen  of  his  day  had  a  feeling  for  these  annual  meet- 
ings which  we  have  not  altogether  preserved.  For  thirty- 
five  years  he  never  failed  in  his  attendance.  One  of  the 
privations  of  his  later  years  was  his  inability  to  participate 
in  these  annual  meetings  of  the  brethren  ;  and  the  strongest 
manifestation  of  indignation  and  dissent  he  is  known  ever 
to  have  given  way  to,  was  when  a  Clergyman  in  his  presence 
spoke  offensively  and  injuriously  of  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  He  loved  his  brethren  ;  his 
heart  and  his  house  were  ever  open  to  them.  He  loved  his 
State  and  his  people.  His  greatest  happiness  and  joy,  when 
he  could  no  longer  labor  for  them,  was  the  humble  confi- 
dence that  God  had  enabled  him  to  be  of  some  use  in  build- 
ing up  His  Kingdom,  and  in  declaring  His  Good  Will  to 
men. 

During  the  year  from  May  1,  1899,  to  April  30,  1900,  I 
have  been  able  to  do  more  work  within  the  Diocese  than  in 
any  previous  year.  For  the  first  time  since  the  Missionary 
District  of  Asheville  was  set  off,  I  have  been  entirely 
relieved  of  all  care  of  that  part  of  the  State,  and  have  been 
able  to  devote  myself  entirely  to  our  own  Diocese  proper. 
It  can  not  be  denied  that  the  setting  off  of  Asheville  did  so 
weaken  the  Diocese  as  to  interfere  seriously  with  our  work. 
In  several  respects  we  have  felt  it  as  an  inconvenience.  But 
I  feel  confident  that  this  will  soon  cease  to  be  the  case. 
There  is  a  value  and  a  power  in  concentration.  I  can  point 
to  no  striking  improvement,  but,  quite  unexpectedly  to  my- 
self, I  find  indications  of  increased  vigor  and  interest  as  I 
review  the  year's  labors.  The  following  is  a  brief  account 
of  my  services  and  official  acts  : 

May  1.  The  Feast  of  St.  Philip  and  St.  James :  In  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Charlotte,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion  and  made 
an  address. 
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May  2.  Attended  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
Thompson  Orphanage.  In  the  Orplianage  Chapel  I  admin- 
istered Holy  Communion.  Dr.  Wetmore,  of  Lincolnton, 
preached. 

3  and  4.  Attended  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  South  Carolina,  at  Che- 
raw,  and,  at  the  request  of  Bishop  Capers,  addressed  the 
Convention  upon  the  proposed  adoption  of  St.  Mary's  School, 
Raleigh,  as  the  Diocesan  School  for  girls  of  all  the  Carolina 
Dioceses. 
7.  The  Fifth  Sunday  after  Easter:  In  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's 
School,  Raleigh,  confirmed  and  addressed  four  pupils  of  the 
School. 

11.  Ascension  Day:     In  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  preached  and  ad- 

ministered Holy  Communion. 

12.  In  St.   Paul's  Church,    Louisburg,   preached   and   confirmed 

three  persons. 
14.  Tuesday  after  the  Ascension :    Trinity  Church,  Scotland  Neck, 
preached  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon,  in  Grace  Memorial  Chapel,  Lawrence,  said 
Evening  Prayer  and  preached. 

17.  Calvary  Church,  Tarboro.     The  83d  Annual  Convention  of  the 

Diocese.     Celebrated  the  Holy  Communion  at  the  opening 
service  :  presided  over  the  session  and  officiated  at  the  sev- 
eral services  in  connection  therewith. 
In  the  afternoon  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  St. 
Mary's  School,  Raleigh. 

18.  Administered  Holy  Communion  at  the  opening  of  the  annual 

meeting  of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary. 

19.  Administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

In  the  evening  opened  the  Convention  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
St.  Andrew. 
21.   Whitsunday:    Consecrated  St.  Luke's  Church,  Tarboro,  the 
Parish  Church  of  the  colored  congregation  ;  administered 
the  Holy  Communion  and  confirmed  one  person. 

In  I  he  Town  Hall :  Presided  at  a  large  public  meeting,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew ;  and  in  the 
evening,  in  Calvary  Church,  presided  at  the  closing  service.

Confirmed  and  addressed  ten  persons  ;  preached  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion. 
In  the  afternoon,  in  the  Church  of  St.  Michael  and  All  Angels, 
Charlotte.     Preached;  confirmed  and  addressed  ten  persons. 

30.  In  St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte.     Baptized  an  infant. 

Besides  the  services  within  the  Diocese,  I  officiated  a  num- 
ber of  times  in  other  Dioceses.  It  should  also  be  mentioned 
that,  acting  at  my  request.  Bishop  Thompson  confirmed  one 
person  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  last  May; 
Bishop  Horner  one  in  St.  Philip's  ('hurch,  Durham,  last 
September,  and  Bishop  Watson  seven  in  St.  Athanasius' 
Church,  Burlington,  on  the  evening  of  Easter  Day.

March  7th,  upon  a  petition  of  certain  inhabitants  of  the 
factory  town  of  Mayodan,  in  Kockingham  County,  I  organ- 
ized the  petitioners  and  such  other  persons  as  might  be 
associated  with  them  into  a  Mission  of  this  Diocese  under 
the  name  of  "  The  Church  of  the  Messiah^  Mayodan^'' ;  ap- 
pointing as  officers  Jacob  IJeltschi,  Warden,  and  Seabury 
I.  Daniel,  Clerk  and  Treasurer. 

March  16th,  upon  a  petition  of  certain  colored  persons, 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Wilson,  accompanied  b}^  the 
written  consent  of  the  Kector  of  St.  Timothy's  Church,  Wil- 
son, I  organized  the  petitioners  and  such  other  persons  as 
might  be  associated  with  them,  into  a  Mission  of  this  Dio- 
cese under  the  name  of  ^^ 8t.  Marli!s  Churchy  Wilson''''; 
appointing  as  officers  John  Boy  kin,  Warden ;  Joseph  Palmer, 
Treasurer,  and  John  H.  Clark,  Clerk. 

December  11th  I  gave  my  canonical  consent  to  the  sale 
by  the  Yestry  of  the  lot  heretofore  occupied  by  St.  Barna- 
bas' Parish  Church,  Greensboro,  the  Parish  having  acquired 
a  more  desirable  lot. 

I  would  remind  the  Clergy  and  Laity  that  the  Bishop's 
consent  is  required  before  Church  property  can  be  sold.

The  Postulants  are  Alfred  J.  Griffith,  Isaac  K  jN"eal, 
Benjamin  Turner  Thompson,  Oliver  Stancill,  Thaddeus 
Ainsley  Cheatham  and  Edmund  Brodie  Taylor. 

There  have  been  the  following  changes  in  the  fields  of 
labor  of  the  Clergy  : 

The  Rev.  James  B.  Avirett,  in  consequence  of  physical 
infirmity,  has  felt  obliged  to  resign  the  Parishes  of  St.  Paul's 
Louisburg,  and  St.  James',  Kittrell.  The  Rev.  Alban 
Greaves  is  filling  those  Parishes  most  acceptably,  but  in 
consequence  of  some  question  as  to  a  previous  transfer  from 
East  Carolina,  he  has  not  as  yet  been  able  to  procure  a  let- 
ter diffiissory. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Bailey  I  have  transferred  from  Con- 
cord, where  the  Mission  of  the  Ploly  Comforter  and  the 
work  among  the  colored  people  have  been  suspended,  to 
Statesville,  where  he  is  carrying  on  a  most  hopeful  work, 
and  is  preparing  to  build  this  summer  a  chapel  and  school 
house  for  our  Mission  among  the  colored  people. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Fetter,  after  having  labored  four  years 
most  faithfully  and  efl'ectively  in  the  very  extensive  field 
committed  to  him,  has  yielded  to  the  desire  of  the  Parish 
at  Rocky  Mount,  and  the  first  of  the  current  month  becomes 
Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd  in  that  growing 
town,  resiofning  the  charge  of  Calvary  Church,  Wadesboro, 
and  the  Missions  at  Anson ville,  Rockingham  and  Laurel 
Hill.  There  is  a  good  prospect,  however,  of  making  excel- 
lent arrangements  for  carrying  on  the  important  work  in 
these  places  at  an  early  day. 

The  Rev.  John  Francis  George  has  resigned  St.  Paul's 
Church,  Winston,  and  taken  letters  dismissory  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Connecticut.  This  important  Parish  remains  still 
without  a  Rector.  The  Yestry  have  been  making  earnest 
efforts  to  secure  a  suitable  person,  and  in  the  meantime  the 
services  are  maintained  and  the  congregations  kept  together 
by  the  faithful  labors  of  two  Lay  Readers.  At  my  visitation 
to  this  Parish  the  fifth  Sunday  in  Lent  I  was  much  grati- 
fied by  the  evidences  I  observed  of  life  and  zeal  in  the 
Parish. 

The  Rev.  Henry  C.  Parkman  has  given  up  the  work  at 
St.  Mark's,  Mecklenburg  County,  and  St.  Andrew's  Chapel, 
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Charlotte;  and  in  addition  to  his  work  at  Monroe  has  been 
carrying  on  a  most  interesting  and  successful  mission  near 
Euto  in  the  northeastern  section  of  Union  County.  It  is 
my  purpose  also  to  commit  to  his  charge  one  of  the  Mis- 
sions formerly  under  charge  of  Rev.  Charles  Fetter. 

The  Rev.  Girard  W.  Phelps,  Rector  of  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  has  been  relieved  of  the  care  of  the  two 
Missions  in  Edgecombe  County — Grace  Memorial  Chapel 
and  St.  Mary's — in  order  that  he  may  have  more  time  for 
his  important  parochial  work,  and  for  the  Missions  adjacent 
thereto  in  Halifax  County;  and  those  two  Edgecombe  Mis- 
sions have  been  placed  under  the  care  of  the  Rector  of  Cal- 
vary Church,  Tarboro. 

The  Rev.  William  T.  Picard,  on  account  of  ph^^sical 
infirmity,  has  been  relieved  of  the  charge  of  St.  Luke's, 
Gaston. 

The  Rev.  Aldred  A.  Pruden  has,  since  the  first  of  Febru- 
ary, been  laboring  most  earnestly  and  successfully  as 
Financial  Agent  of  the  Trustees  of  St.  Mary's  School. 

In  addition  to  St.  Mark's,  Halifax,  and  the  Church  of  the 
Advent,  Enfield,  the  Rev.  Louis  H.  Schubert  has  become 
Rector  of  St.  Clement's  Church.  Ringwood. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Lee  Trott,  Deacon,  continues  his  work 
in  the  Rowan  Parishes  and  Missions,  under  direction  of  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Murdoch  ;  but  St.  James',  Iredell  County,  Trinity 
(Jhurch,  Statesville,  and  St.  Philip's.  Mocksville,  have  been 
put  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  Ro^^al  G.  Shannonhouse, 
Deacon,  who  is  serving  them  most  faithfully  and  acceptably 
under  the  direction  of  the  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Osborne. 

The  Rev.  James  H.  Williams  was,  at  his  earnest  request, 
relieved  of  the  care  of  the  Missions  under  his  charge  in 
Rockingham  County,  Mayodan  and  Stoneville ;  and  these 
Missions  have  been  assigned  to  the  Rev.  Fred'k  A.  Fetter. 
Mr.  Williams  remains  in  charge  of  all  the  Missions  in  Stokes 
and  Surry  Counties. 

The  Rev.  Edward  P.  Green,  transferred  from  East  Caro- 
lina, has  been  placed  in  charge  of  All  Souls'  Mission,  Anson- 
ville,  and  will  extend  his  labors  into  Stanley  and  Montgomery 
Counties,  holding  services  at  Norwood,  Albemarle,  Troy 
and  such  other  points  as  may  seem  to  offer  openings  for 
work. 

DIOCESAN    MISSIONS. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  wish  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Convention  to  the  work  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne 
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as  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee. 
Something  over  a  year  ago  Mr.  Osborne  began  this  work. 
The  chief  idea  the  Committee  had  in  appointing  him  was 
that  his  efforts  might  increase  the  contributions  to  this 
work.  To  a  certain  extent  he  has  interested  people  and  in- 
creased their  contributions.  It  must  be  admitted,  however, 
that  this  has  not  been  to  the  extent  hoped  for  by  the  Com- 
mittee. But  Mr.  Osborne's  work  has  been  useful  and 
helpful  in  other  ways,  and,  in  my  judgment,  the  best  thing 
we  can  now  do  for  the  advancement  of  our  missionary 
work  is  to  make  this  feature  of  his  work  permanent,  and  to 
give  moral  force  and  influence  to  it  by  providing  for  an 
Archdeacon  to  have  the  oversight,  under  the  Bishop,  of  all 
the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese.  In  case  a  Bishop 
Coadjutor  had  not  been  elected  by  our  Convention  of  1893, 
it  was  the  intention  of  Bishop  Lyman  to  have  appointed  an 
Archdeacon  over  the  missionary  work  among  the  white  peo- 
ple of  the  Diocese,  just  as  we  already  have  an  Archdeacon 
over  the  missionaries  among  the  colored  people ;  and  before 
the  meeting  of  our  Convention  of  May,  1893,  he  wrote  to 
me  saying  that  he  wished  me  to  undertake  that  work.  I 
am  quite  aware  that  it  may  be  replied  that  the  Bishop  him- 
self should  be  Archdeacon — that  is,  that  he  should  superin- 
tend the  missionary  work.  I  deeply  feel  the  truth  of  this, 
and  I  have,  to  the  best  of  my  endeavors,  done  this.  I  have 
just  gone  carefully  over  my  journal,  and  I  find  that  during 
the  year  covered  by  this  report  I  have  given  about  nine 
months  to  work  within  the  limits  of  this  Diocese.  Consid- 
ering the  other  important  duties  of  my  office  and  the  neces- 
sity for  some  periods  of  rest  from  time  to  time,  I  can  not 
hope  ever  to  do  much  more  than  this.  I  have  devoted  some 
weeks  to  holding  series  of  services  in  different  Missions  and 
weak  country  Parishes,  and  I  hope  to  do  more  of  this  in  the 
future.  So  far  as  possible  I  endeavor  to  keep  in  close  per- 
sonal relations  with  the  missionaries  and  their  work.  But 
I  can  do  very  little  of  what  needs  to  be  done.  We  have, 
for  example,  ten  or  a  dozen  Missions  or  decayed  Parishes 
under  no  Clergyman  at  all.  Some  of  these  I  hope  to  supply 
soon  ;  but  others  will  be  falling  vacant.  There  are  always  a 
number  of  such  stations.  Then  again,  there  are  a  still  larger 
number  which  are  nominally  under  a  Clergyman,  but  to 
w^hich  he  can  not  give  any  proper  care.  For  example,  be- 
sides his  five  points  which  he  has  served  faithfully  and 
regularly,  I  have  recently  assigned  to  the  Kev.  Fred'k  A. 
Fetter  the  additional  Missions  at  Mayodan  and  at  Stone- 
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ville.  Besides  these  places,  already  occupied  but  not  tended, 
we  ought  to  be  looking  out  for  points  at  which  to  begin 
new  work.  One  year  with  another,  the  Bishop  can  not  visit 
these  weak  stations  and  new  points  more  than  once  each 
year;  and  wtien  he  makes  his  one  annual  visit,  unless  he 
kas  sent  a  man  before  to  make  inquiries  and  arrangements, 
to  seek  out  and  instruct  candidates  for  confirmation,  and 
to  do  such  preparatory  work,  the  most  he  can  accom- 
plish is  to  see  that  something  might  be  done  if  there  were  a 
man  to  do  it.  Then  we  have  Mission  Schools  ^vhich  should 
be  inspected  often er  than  T  can  possibly  visit  them.  During 
the  past  year  the  Rev.  Mr.  Osborne  has  been  doing  this  kind 
of  work  diligently  and  successfully,  and  has  been  of  very 
material  help  to  me — nou  by  relieving  me  of  work,  but  by 
preparing  work  for  me  and  getting  it  into  such  a  condition 
that  I  could  do  it.  Much  as  I  should  dislike  to  drop  any 
missionary  from  our  list,  I  am  fully  persuaded  that  one  man 
doino^  this  o^eneral  work  is  of  more  value  than  two  or  three 
men  confined  to  narrow  missionary  fields. 

We  need  money  to  support  our  missionaries,  but  most  of 
all  we  need  to  keep  the  work  going  on.  The  work  itself 
makes  the  most  successful  appeal  for  support.  The  past 
year's  experience  has  shown  me  the  extreme  importance  to 
our  work  of  having  some  one  whom  I  may  send  with  au- 
thority oftener  than  it  is  possible  for  me  to  go  myself,  and 
who  may  stir  up  both  our  lay  people  and  our  missionaries, 
and  who  may  help  both  by  his  sympathy  and  advice. 
Many  of  my  most  interesting  and  encouraging  visitations 
during  the  past  year  have  been  made  to  Parishes  and  Mis- 
sions, and  even  in  entirely  new  places,  where  I  had  sent 
Mr.  Osborne  some  days  or  weeks  before  me  to  make  prepa- 
ration for  my  coming. 

I  can  not  close  this  part  of  my  address  without  referring 
to  our  Mission  Schools,  in  which  I  am  deeply  interested. 
Last  year  I  nominated  to  the  Board  of  Managers  three 
women  workers,  to  be  supported  by  the  ^'United  Offering''^ 
of  the  Woman's  Auxiliary  of  1898,  and  to  work  under  me 
in  our  missionary  field.  They  were  appointed  and  assigned 
stipends,  and  I  have  placed  them  as  follows :  Miss  ISTannie  H. 
Smith  as  Mission  teacher  in  St.  James'  Parish,  Iredell 
County;  Mrs.  Anna  M.  Chisholm  to  be  Mission  teacher  at 
Mayodan ;  and  Miss  Florida  Foxhall  to  be  Mission  teacher 
in  St.  Mark's  Mission,  Mecklenburg  County.  They  have  all 
three  proved  themselves  most  excellent  workers,  and  are 
doing  a  noble  work.     But  I  have  been  espeeially  gratified 
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at  the  way  in  which  the  people  of  St.  James',  Iredell,  and 
of  St.  Mark's,  Mecklenburg,  have  responded  to  this  effort 
on  their  behalf.  At  both  Churches  convenient  and  commo- 
dious school  houses  have  been  built,  and  the  attendance  and 
interest  have  been  so  great  that  an  additional  teacher  will 
probably  have  to  be  employed  next  fall,  and  in  both  cases 
it  is  hoped  that  the  small  charge  made  to  cover  fuel  and  in- 
cidentals will  suffice  also  for  the  support  of  the  additional 
teacher.  The  grant  for  the  support  of  these  '•  women 
workers"  is  only  for  three  years  from  September,  1899,  but 
it  is  hoped  that  before  the  expiration  of  this  period  local 
interest  maj^  provide  for  the  continuance  of  the  school  as  a 
regular  branch  of  the  Church  work. 

Another  subject  also  demands  a  word  from  me  while  I 
am  speaking  of  our  Diocesan  Missions.  It  is  impossible  for 
■us,  with  our  methods  and  ideas  of  public  worship,  to  do  any 
permanent  work  until  we  have  provided  ourselves  with  a 
house  of  worship.  For  a  number  of  years  past  we  have 
been  greatly  dependent  on  the  loans  and  gifts  of  the  Amer- 
ican Church  Building  Fund  Commission  in  the  building  of 
our  churches  and  chapels  in  the  Mission  field.  All  con- 
gregations who  receive  the  gifts  of  the  Commission  are 
under  promise  to  make  an  annual  offering  to  the  fund.  I 
hope  the  Clerg}^  will  not  forget  or  neglect  this  obligation 
which  they  assume  when  they  accept  a  gift  from  this  fund. 
But  more  than  this,  I  hope  that  every  congregation  in  the 
Diocese  mav  make  an  annual  offering-  to  this  fund.  It  mio^ht 
be  good  policy  for  us  to  substitute  an  annual  offering  for 
this  in  place  of  our  Canonical  offering  for  our  Church 
Building  Committee.  This  Diocese  has,  within  a  few  years 
past,  received  $1,400  in  gifts  from  this  source.  I  do  not 
think  that  in  the  twenty  years  of  ray  ministr}?^  our  Diocesan 
Committee  has  disbursed  so  much. 

ST.  mart's  school. 

We  have  cause  for  much  confident  hope  for  the  future  in 
the  present  aspect  of  the  affairs  of  our  Diocesan  School  for 
girls.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Bratton  has  fully  justified  the  action 
of  the  Trustees  in  putting  him  in  charge,  as  successor  to 
the  Rev.  Djr.  Bennett  Smedes,  and  during  the  year  just  clos- 
ing, has  manifested  to  the  patrons  of  the  School  and  to  the 
public  at  large  his  eminent  fitness  for  all  the  important  du- 
ties devolving  upon  him.  The  Trustees  feel  most  sanguine 
as   to   his   future   administration,  and   are  confident   that 
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another  year  will  show  a  marked  upward  movement  in  the 
character  and  success  of  St.  Mary's.  During  the  year  now 
drawing  to  a  close,  he  has  had  but  little  opportunity  to  do 
anything  except  merely  to  preserve  the  existing  conditions. 
The  School,  with  its  course  and  its  teachers,  were  handed 
over  to  him  to  administer.  Hereafter  he  will  have  fuller 
opportunities  to  exercise  his  own  judgment  and  to  develop 
it  along  the  lines  which  may  seem  most  desirable. 

The  report  of  the  Trustees,  to  this  Convention,  will  show 
that  the  most  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  towards 
discharo-ing  the  balance  of  the  purchase  money  for  the  prop- 
erty. This  is  not  only  desirable  in  itself,  but  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  to  free  the  property  from  encumbrance 
before  we  can  ask  for  those  improvements  and  buildings 
which  the  School  needs  in  order  to  do  its  great  work  for  the 
country  and  for  the  Church.  We  should  be  encouraged, 
brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity,  to  redouble  our  efforts  in 
behalf  of  St.  Mary's." 

THE    THOMPSON    ORPHANAGE. 

This  institution  continues  its  course  of  beneficence  and 
commands  the  increasing  confidence  of  our  people.  The 
report  of  its  managers  will  fully  set  forth  its  conditions  and 
its  needs,  so  that  I  need  not  dwell  on  them  here.  It  is  grat- 
ifying, however,  to  note  one  evidence  of  its  increasing  hold 
upon  the  affections  of  our  people.  This  year's  report  shows 
one  donation  of  $2,000  from  a  gentleman  of  the  Diocese  of 
East  Carolina,  a  legacy  of  $250  from  another  person  in  that 
Diocese,  and  a  smaller  legacy  from  a  person  in  Germanton. 
These  are  indications  of  an  interest  which  promises  well  for 
this  noble  charity  of  the  Church ;  and  in  my  judgment,  the 
managers  have  most  wisely  determined,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  devote  such  special  gifts"  to  building  up  a  permanent  en- 
dowment for  the  work. 

THE    woman's    auxiliary. 

The  women  of  the  Diocese,  through  this  organization, 
continue  to  render  most  valuable  assistance  in  the  work  of 
the  Church  in  almost  all  departments.  I  am  happy  in  the 
thought  that,  as  the  years  go  by,  it  is  establishing  itself  more 
and  more  firmly  in  the  life  and  work  of  the  Church  as  one 
of  the  regular  and  indispensable  institutions  of  every  vigor- 
ous Parish  and  Mission.  In  this  Diocese  I  believe  it  is  stead- 
ily growing  in  usefulness.     I  remember  its  very  small  begin- 
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nings  in  North  Carolina,  when  a  parishioner  of  my  own  in 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Charlotte,  first  spoke  to  me  about  mak- 
ing an  attempt  at  a  Diocesan  organization,  and  the  exten- 
sion of  the  work  by  that  means.  I  am  afraid  I  did  not 
give  her  all  the  help  I  might  have  given,  but  I  am  thankful 
to  remember  that  I  did,  in  ray  small  way,  encourage  her  to 
proceed,  and  to  secure  the  approval  and  authority  of  Bishop 
Lyman  in  her  undertaking.  I  also  remember  that  at  that 
time  I  had  no  reahzation  whatever  of  the  value  of  the  work 
of  the  auxiliary,  or  of  the  importance  of  that  Diocesan  or- 
ganization which  we  effected,  I  think,  for  the  first  time  at 
our  Convention  of  1883  in  Charlotte.  The  extent  and  im- 
portance of  the  work  have  increased  with  every  year.  And 
the  value  of  this  work  is  not  to  be  measured  by  the  money 
value  of  its  contributions.  Its  richest  results  are  often  in 
the  hearts  and  lives  of  those  who  thus  come  into  sympa- 
thetic knowledge  of  their  brethren  in  distant  parts  of  our 
own  country  and  in  lands  across  the  sea,  and  thus  help  to 
draw  closer  the  bonds  of  love  and  sympathy  which  should 
bind  the  world  in  one,  and  bring  it  finally  to  its  One  Head, 
while  at  the  same  time  each  heart  learns  the  truth  of  our 
Lord's  words :  "  It  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive." 

OTHER    LAY    SOCIETIES. 

I  do  not  in  these  annual  addresses  give  this  place  of  prom- 
inence to  the  organization  just  mentioned  because  I  under- 
value those  other  orders  of  men  or  of  women  who  in  various 
ways  work  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church — the  Daughters 
of  the  King  and  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew,  which  are  so 
zealous  and  useful  among  us.  These  last  named  are  in  their 
organization  and  purpose  more  closely  associated  with  the 
local  work  of  Parish  and  Mission.  The  Woman's  Auxiliary 
IS  by  its  very  name  and  essential  principles  a  part  of  the 
more  general  missionary  machinery  of  the  Diocese,  and  in 
his  Diocesan  work  the  Bishop  is  ever  in  contact  with  it  in 
one  way  or  another.  I  commend  most  heartily  both  the 
Dauo:hters  of  the  King;  and  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew, 
and  trust  that  they  may  continue  and  extend  their  good 
work  of  holding  up  the  hands  of  the  Clergy  and  assisting 
them  in  their  work.  It  does  seem  to  me  that  one  of  our 
present  dangers  is  the  danger  of  over  organization.  I  would 
suggest,  therefore,  my  brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity, 
that,  where  it  is  possible,  we  should  limit  our  local  organi- 
zations to  these,  and  organize  our  lay  work  under  these  two 
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societies  and  the  Woman's  Auxiliary.  These  will  usually 
afford  all  the  machinery  needed,  and  the  attention  and  in- 
terest of  the  people  will  not  be  distracted  by  a  multitude  of 
different  societies. 

ST.  Augustine's  school. 

This  is  not  strictly  a  Diocesan  institution,  but  intended  to 
supply  the  wants  of  our  Colored  Missions  throughout  the 
Dioceses  in  this  part  of  the  South,  and  controlled  by  a  Board 
representing  different  sections  of  the  country.  Yet  our  own 
work  in  this  department  of  it  has  been  so  closely  connected 
with  St.  Augustine's  School  that  I  can  not  pass  over  it  with- 
out mention.  The  Trustees  are  endeavoring  to  improve  it 
and  render  it  more  effective  in  various  directions,  and  espec- 
ially to  develop  its  industrial  department.  The  interest  of 
the  Church  at  large  has  been  a  good  deal  directed  toward 
St.  Augustine's  within  the  last  two  or  three  years,  and  we 
are  encouraged  to  hope  that  it  will  be  readily  and  judici- 
ously brought  to  a  higher  plane  of  usefulness  and  influence. 

In  this  connection  I  may  add  that  our  work  among  the 
colored  people  is,  on  the  whole,  most  satisfactory  and  hope- 
ful. Our  ministers  command  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
the  communities  in  which  they  labor,  and  I  believe  that  our 
lay  members,  as  a  rule,  commend  the  Church  to  others  by 
their  character  and  godly  conversation,  and  are  an  influence 
for  good  among  their  associates.  I  ask  the  sympathy  and 
CO  operation  of  our  white  people  in  all  works  of  piety  and 
of  mercy  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  our  large  colored 
population. 

I  wish  to  unite  with  the  representatives  of  the  General 
Clergy  Relief,  and  also  of  the  Clero^vmen's  Retirino^  Fund 
Society,  in  calling  the  attention  of  our  people  to  the  imper- 
ative duty  of  being  more  zealous  in  providing  for  our  aged 
and  disabled  Clergymen.  The  first  of  these  organizations 
is  provided  for  by  a  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  and, 
as  far  as  its  means  extend,  affords  relief  to  disabled  Clergy- 
men and  to  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen. 
By  a  resolution  of  the  General  Convention  all  Clergymen 
are  earnestly  requested  to  set  apart  for  this  fund  a  certain 
part  of  the  Communion  Alms — not  less  than  one  per  cent 
and  not  more  than  ten  per  cent — and  to  remit  the  same 
periodically  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Fund ;  and  also  to  take 
an  offering  for  the  Fund  on  Quinquagesima  Sunday  each 
year.  Certainly  there  could  be  no  more  appropriate  use  of 
our  Communion  Alms  than  this,  and  I  wish  that  this  might 
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be  systematically  done  throughout  the  Diocese.  The  Cler- 
gyman's Retiring  Fund  Society  meets  a  somewhat  differ- 
ent necessity,  and  also  deserves  a  liberal  support.  I  need 
not  explain  to  you  the  practical  operation  of  these  two  no- 
ble charities.  I  urge  upon  the  Clergy  to  realize  their  duty 
to  themselves  and  to  their  brethren  in  this  matter,  and  upon 
the  Laity  an  earnest  co  operation  with  their  Clergy  in  what- 
ever may  be  proposed  to  them  in  this  behalf. 

We  have  had  the  privilege  of  meeting  and  listening  to 
one  of  our  most  faithful  and  useful  missionaries  in  the  for- 
eign field.  I  can  not  but  feel  that,  as  a  Diocese,  we  are  not 
doing  our  part  in  supporting  our  Foreign  Missions.  I  find 
that  our  people  generally  take  little  personal  interest  in  this 
branch  of  our  v^^ork,  either  in  gifts  of  money  or  in  offers  of 
personal  service.  No  Clergyman  and  no  Christian  man 
ought  to  be  satisfied  without  doing  something  each  year 
for  this  particular  work  of  carrying  the  Gospel  to  the  heathen. 
I  would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  within  the  past 
year  much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  administration  of 
our  general  missionary  work,  and  that  especially  our  chief 
missionary  journal,  the  Spirit  of  Missions,  has  been  very 
greatly  improved  and  has  become  a  very  much  more  inter- 
esting and  attractive  publication  than  it  had  been  before. 
The  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Missions  is 
Mr.  John  W.  Wood,  so  widely  and  favorabh^  known  as  the 
General  Secretary  of  the  Brotherhood  of  St.  Andrew  ;  and 
he,  I  believe,  is  practically  the  editor  of  the  Spirit  of  Mis- 
sions. I  most  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Clergy  of  this 
Diocese  and  to  the  Lay  members  of  this  Convention  that 
they  subscribe  to  this  excellent  journal  and  make  themselves 
familiar  with  its  contents.  It  is  sent  free  of  charge  to  the 
Clergy,  and  is  furnished  to  the  Laity  at  a  very  moderate 
price.  We  owe  to  our  Missions  a  loyal  and  liberal  support, 
and  if  we  are  to  support  our  foreign  missionaries  with  our 
sympathy  and  with  our  gifts,  we  must  know  what  they  are 
doing.  And  moreover,  if  we  expect  God's  blessing  upon  us 
at  home,  and  desire  that  men  should  heed  our  voice,  we 
must  show  that  we  are  obedient  to  His  voice  Who  com- 
mands us  to  go  into  all  the  world. 

The  work  before  us  is  great,  but  it  is  not  without  its  en- 
couragements. Our  missionary  work  is  at  many  points 
most  promising,  and  our  contributions  to  Diocesan  Missions 
are  this  year  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  greater  than 
last  year.  In  several  important  Parishes  debts  of  long 
standing,  which  have  been  a  burden  and  sometimes  a  men- 
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ace  to  the  Parish,  have  been  paid  off.  There  are  now  in 
the  Diocese  four  or  five  churches  ready  for  consecration, 
and  only  waiting  until  I  can  appoint  a  day  for  them.  In 
three  of  our  Parishes  churches  whose  unfortunate  location 
had  been  a  great, hindrance  to  the  work,  have  been  or  are 
about  to  be  removed  to  most  advantageous  sites.  The  num- 
ber of  confirmations,  though  small  by  comparison  with 
those  reported  when  the  Diocese  was  much  larger,  is  greater 
than  it  has  usually  been  within  the  same  territory.  We 
have  very  few  vacant  Parishes  or  congregations,  and  with 
very  few  exceptions  people  and  Clergy  live  and  work  to- 
gether with  sympathy  and  mutual  esteem. 

Perhaps  I  ought  to  mention  that  last  October  I  received 
from  an  old  Clergyman  in  another  Diocese,  and  one  who,  so 
far  as  I  know,  has  had  no  special  connection  or  associa- 
tion with  this,  the  gift  of  $500  to  be  used  at  my  discretion 
in  the  missionary  or  other  similar  work  of  the  Diocese,  with 
the  single  condition  that  no  one  should  know  the  source  of 
the  gift.  The  items  appearing  in  the  report  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  coming  to  him  by  me,  were  part  of  this  sum.  The 
manner  in  which  the  whole  was  expended  I  laid  before  the 
Executive  Missionary  Committee,  who  unanimously  ap- 
proved the  use  I  had  made  of  the  money,  and  requested  me 
to  convey  to  the  donor  their  thanks  on"^  behalf  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  his  generosity. 

One  thing  more  and  I  have  done.  I  am  most  thankful  to 
report  to  the  Convention  that  the  unfortunate  state  of 
affairs  existing  for  some  years  at  High  Point  has  been  hap- 
pily remedied.  Some  months  ago  I  addressed  a  communi- 
cation on  the  subject  to  Mr.  C.  A.  Hamner,  to  which  he 
replied  in  a  most  commendable  spirit,  and  we  had  the  mu- 
tual gratification  of  arranging  in  a  satisfactory  manner  the 
matters  in  controversy,  so  that  there  remains,  I  trust  and 
believe,  nothing  of  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  any 
person  concerned.  In  this  settlement,  the  members  of  the 
Executive  Missionary  Committee  and  the  Kev.  J.  C.  Davis, 
D.D.,  of  Concord,  rendered  essential  service. 

And  now,  brethren,  I  have  come  to  the  end  of  my  ac- 
count of  my  year's  labors,  and  of  such  matters  as  I  have 
thought  necessary  at  this  time  to  bring  to  your  attention. 
Of  the  insufficiency  of  the  service  and  of  the  faults  of  the 
servant,  he  is  much  more  sensible  than  you  can  be.  Let  me 
beg  that  every  mark  of  weakness  or  error  you  may  see  in 
him  or  in  his  brethren  in  the  ministry,  mav  serve  to  stir 
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you  up  to  greater  zeal  and  faithfulness,  that  you  may  rem- 
edy their  faults  and  supply  their  lack  of  service. 

And  may  God  forgive  all  of  us  all  our  faults  and  failures, 
and  by  His  Holy  Spirit  build  up  His  Kingdom  in  our  hearts 
and  in  this  Diocese.  Jos.  Blount  Cheshire,

This  Parish  is  an  ideal  one  as  a  Diocesan  Mission.  The  Parish  school 
under  Miss  Nannie  Smith's  direction,  and  the  Church  attendance,  too, 
have  demonstrated  that  fact.  Much  interest  has  been  manifested,  and 
many  signs  of  Church  life  have  appeared.  There  are  85  names  of  chil- 
dren on  the  school  roll,  and  many  more  not  there.  Twenty-five  fami- 
lies are  closely  associated  with  the  Church,  and  probably  twenty-five 
more  families  are  associated  members.  And  all  speak  well  of  it.  The 
Parish  school's  good  work  and  results  have  shown  very  clearly  that 
here  is  the  place  for  building  up  a  model  Mission,  with  institutional 
features,  i.  e.,  industrial  branches,  and  with  branches  also  that  have  to 
do  with  good  standards  of  living,  practically  as  well  as  theoretically. 
To  carry  out  a  conceived  plan  we  must  have  means  to  build  and  to  fur- 
nish with  at  least  the  bare  necessary  equipment.  At  first  there  was 
the  church  building;  now  a  church  and  school.  We  need,  immediately, 
an  organ,  and  several  other  smaller  necessaries  for  the  church;  desks 
for  the  school-house,  paint  for  both  buildings,  paint  and  materials  for 
another  building.  It  is  not  a  question  of  keeping  alive,  but  a  question 
of  whether  the  Diocese  will  allow  it  to  grow.

There  has  also  been  a  special  meeting  held  at 
Southern  Pines.  The  Convocation  has  determined  to  raise  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  support  of  an  evange- 
list to  serve  within  its  limits,  hoping  that  the  people  to  whom  he  may 
minister  will,  with  the  aid  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee,  be 
able  to  supply  the  balance. 

In  accordance  with  this  idea,  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Smith,  of  Ansonville,  has 
offered  the  use  of  a  comfortable  cottage  at  that  place  for  the  use  of  the 
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Missionary,  and  the  Bishop  has  assigned  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Green  to  the 
work  at  that  place,  and  to  such  other  places  as  may  be  deemed  expedi- 
ent for  him  to  work. 

We  think  the  prospects  for  carrying  out  this  plan  are  fairly  good.

REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHDEACON  FOR  WORK  AMONG 
COLORED  PEOPLE. 

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  Joseph  Blount  Cheshire,  D.D., 

Bishop  of  North  Car-olina. 

My  Dear  Bishop:  In  presenting  you  this  ray  third  annual  report  I 
am  free  to  confess  that  we  have  not  accomplished  all  that  had  been 
hoped  for.  and  yet  the  work  has  been  pushed  forward  with  vigor  and 
with  some  apparent  success.  My  official  acts  for  the  year  were  as  fol- 
lows : 

I  have  administered  the  Holy  Communion  34  times,  preached  62  ser- 
mons, held  129  services,  made  81  addresses,  visited  67  schools,  baptized 
19  persons,  and  traveled  5.103  miles. 

St.  Luke's  Church.  Tarboro,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev.  John  W. 
Perry,  was  consecrated  May  21,  1899,  when  I  preached  the  sermon. 

St.  Michael  and  All  Angels,  Charlotte,  under  the  care  of  the  Rev. 
Primus  P.  Alston,  was  consecrated  July  7.  1899,  and  I  preached  the 
sermon. 

After  more  than  a  year's  residence  at  Concord  without  any  tangible 
results,  and  with  no  promise  of  any  in  the  future,  the  Rev.  Thomas  B. 
Bailey,  deacon,  was  transferred  to  Statesville,  and  has  met  with  rea- 
sonable success  in  this  new  field.  A  lot  in  a  desirable  location  has  been 
purchased  and  soon  a  building  for  school  and  church  services  will  be 
erected  until  a  chapel  can  be  secured.  Here  is  an  opportunity  for  a 
viemorial  chapel. 

The  Rev.  Merritt  H.  Hinton,  deacon,  in  charge  of  the  mission  at  Mon- 
cure,  was  deposed  from  the  ministry  by  the  Bishop,  in  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  April  12,  1900. 

Mr.  Wm.  L.  Dickson,  after  serving  more  than  one  year  at  St.  Philip's, 
Noise,  without  any  proper  appreciation  of  the  church  services  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  was  retired  from  the  same  on  March  1,  1900.  This  is 
a  sparsely  settled  country  district  and  the  annual  migration  of  the  peo- 
ple from  place  to  place  makes  the  work  very  uncertain,  and  the  long 
distances  of  travel  required  to  reach  the  chapel  makes  the  attendance 
small  even  in  good  weather.  This  is  another  evidence  of  the  wisdom 
of  selecting  the  centers  of  population  instead  of  thinly  inhabited  coun- 
try districts  as  points  of  advantage  from  which  to  push  forward  the 
work  of  Church  extension.

iMaster  George  Crummell  Pollard,  a  graduate  of  the  State  Colored 
College,  Orange,  S.  C,  gave  his  services  as  a  teacher  in  the  school  at 
Littleton,  under  Mr.  Virgil  N.  Bond,  for  the  session  of  1899-1900  with- 
out salary.     For  this  act  we  wish  to  thank  him  in  this  public  manner. 

I  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  workers  among  the  colored  peo- 
ple held  in  St.  Philip's  Church,  New  York  City,  in  October.  1899,  and 
remained  out  of  the  Diocese  five  weeks,  the  greater  part  of  that  time 
being  spent  for  the  benefit  of  the  work,  and  during  which  addresses 
were  made  before  the  Clericus  and  the  Freedmen's  Committee  of  Phila- 
delphia. St.  Augustine's  League,  Washington.  D.  C,  and  in  several 
churches.  In  this  way  many  friends  were  made  for  the  work  and  the 
promise  of  substantial  help,  some  of  which  has  been  since  realized  in  a 
substantial  form. 

The  offerings  for  the  year  amounted  to  over  two  thousand  dollars,  far 
below  our  anticipations,  and  yet  it  must  be  considered  an  excellent 
showing  under  the  strained  financial  condition  of  the  times.  With 
unfinished  buildings  and  few  services  at  some  points,  only  a  small 
amount  could  reasonabh^  be  expected. 

It  is  difficult  to  get  our  missionaries  into  anything  like  a  systematic 
arrangement  for  their  various  offerings.  I  mapped  out  such  a  plan  and 
presented  it  to  each  of  them,  but  it  was  not  carried  out.  I  shall  con- 
tinue, however,  to  urge  upon  both  our  missionaries  and  tlie  Missions 
the  absolute  necessity  of  attending  to  these  matters  in  a  systematic 
manner. 

I  am  endeavoring  also  to  urge  upon  our  congregations  tlie  importance, 
of  paying  promptly  the  amounts  promised  to  the  missionaries  and  tlie 
Episcopal  and  Contingent  Fund.  These  amounts  ought  to  be  paid  first 
of  all.  and  can  be  paid  if  the  missionaries  and  people  will  do  their  duty. 

I  must  report  again  this  year  that  we  need  §7,000  for  building  purposes 
and  can  not  make  real  progress  until  proper  buildings  can  be  secured. 
Give  the  people  common,  ordinary  buildings  and  you  may  expect  com- 
mon, ordinary  lives.  But  give  them  something  attractive,  something 
with  an  eye  to  the  true  and  beautiful,  and  j^ou  impress  upon  them  the 
need  of  the  true  and  beautiful  in  their  lives.  In  some  rare  instances 
true  and  beautiful  lives  are  found  in  huts  and  hovels,  but  generally 
they  are  found  in  proper  homes. 

It  is  the  glory  of  the  Church  that  she  encourages  the  people  to  use 
their  energy  in  beautifying  both  their  homes  and  their  places  of  public 
worship. 

Th'^  great  need  of  the  colored  people  of  this  day  is  improvement 
in  tht'ir  home  life.  Do  this  and  a  safe  foundation  will  be  laid  for  excel- 
lence in  all  other  directions.  Leave  this  undone  and  the  race  can  not 
be  benefitted. 

I  wish  to  return  thanks  to  the  Clergy  and  friends  of  the  Diocese  who 
have  assisted  us  in  any  manner  whatever,  and  to  Miss  Julia  C.  Emery? 
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the  Juniors  of  Western  New  York  ;  the  Freedmen's  Committee  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  St.  Monica's  League.  Washington,  D.  C.  ;  St.  Augustine's 
League,  New  York  City  ;  friends  in  New  Jersey,  Maryland  and  Pennsyl- 
vania for  Christmas  and  Easter  boxes  sent  us. 

There  are  advantages  for  the  colored  people  in  this  Church  that  can 
not  be  found  in  any  other  religious  organization.  The  statistical  state- 
ment is  appended  to  this  report.

TWENTY-FOURTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ST.  PETER'S 
HOSPITAL,  CHARLOTTE,  N.  C,  1899. 

St.  Peter's  Hospital  has  made  a  great  advance  in  its  work  during 
1899.  Not  only  is  the  number  of  patients  greater,  but  many  delicate 
and  difficult  operations  have  been  successfully  performed,  and  a  great 
many  out-door  patients  have  been  treated  to  far  greater  advantage  than 
could  have  been  done  in  their  own  homes.  The  appliances  for  surgical 
and  medical  work  have  been  largely  added  to,  and  the  Hospital  is  thor- 
oughly equipped  with  all  modern  electric  and  other  aids. 

As  rooms  were  needed  for  nurses,  the  third  story  has  been  finished  in 
keeping  with  the  rest  of  the  house  for  their  use.  Bath,  heat,  closets 
are  on  that  floor,  and  it  is  very  comfortable.  The  old  house,  too,  has 
been  thoroughly  renovated,  making  it  as  neat  and  attractive  as  the 
new  part. 

The  demand  for  nurses  induced  the  Managers  to  organize  a  school  for 
nurses,  under  direction  of  physicians  and  Superintendent.  There  are 
now  ten  pupil  nurses,  and  they  are  making  good  progress. 

The  number  of  patients  in  1899  was  171  for  3,876  days.  Males  101, 
females  70 ;  697  dispensary  cases  were  treated.  The  patients  were  reg- 
istered as  follows:  88  from  Charlotte,  55  from  other  parts  of  North 
Carolina,  11  from  South  Carolina,  5  from  Virginia,  3  from  Maryland, 
2  from  New  York,  and  from  Pennsylvania,  Florida.  Georgia,  Alabama, 
Illinois,  New  Jersey  and  New  Hampshire  each  one. 

The  Church  connections  were  :  Methodists  47,  Baptists,  38,  Presbyte- 
rians 30,  Episcopalians  18,  Lutherans  7,  A.  R.  Presbyterians  5,  Roman 
Catholics  3,  Hebrew  1  ;  no  church  22;  109  patients  paid  board;  62 
charity  cases  were  received,  for  1,508  days.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GOOD  SAMARITAN  HOSPITAL 
FOR  COLORED  PEOPLE,  1899. 

The  past  year's  work  of  the  Good  Samaritan  Hospital  has  been  very- 
satisfactory.  The  number  of  patients  was  greater  than  any  previous 
year,  and  the  success  of  the  treatment  remarkable.  Railroad,  mine, 
and  other  accidents,  many  cases  of  typhoid  fever,  and  other  ailments, 
have  tested  the  skill  of  surgeon  and  physician,  and  the  care  of  matron 
and  nurse. 

One  hundred  and  seventeen  patients  were  admitted  for  1,603  days — 
78  males,  39  females  ;  8  deaths— 55  from  Charlotte,  39  from  other  parts 
of  North  Carolina.  19  from  South  Carolina,  and  one  each  from  Missis- 
sippi, Florida,  Virginia,  Illinois.

Church  and  Woman's  Auxiliary  Societies  from  many  places  have 
supplied  the  store-room  well  with  sheets,  clothing,  and  such  household 
necessaries. 

Last  spring  ten  of  the  colored  churches  of  Charlotte  contributed  gen- 
erously to  the  pantry  by  pound  packages  of  provisions.  And  on  Thanks- 
giving Day  St.  Michael's  Parish  School  and  the  colored  Graded  School 
sent  a  large  wagon  load  of  paper  bags  containing  a  very  welcome  sup- 
ply of  food. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  Hospital  is  a  well-equipped  operating  room. 
The  surgeons  find  it  hard  to  get  along  without  it,  but  funds  to  build  it 
are  lacking,  and  friends  are  earnestly  asked  to  help  provide  it. 

We  close  the  year  1899  entirely  free  of  debt,  so  that  we  feel  encour- 
aged for  the  work  of  the  coming  year.

Canons:  Chapter  I,  Canon  VIII,  section  1.  Strike  out  the  words  a 
Church  Building  Committee  to  consist  of  five. 

Chapter  I,  Canon  VIII,  section  5.  Strike  out  the  whole  section  and 
change  the  numbers  of  the  sections  following. 

Chapter  I,  Canon  XIV,  Strike  out  the  words /or  Diocesan  funds  from 
the  title  and  the  Church  Building  Fund  from  section  1  and  add  the 
words  and  of  the  American  Church  Building  Fund  Commission. 

Chapter  I,  Canon  XIV,  section  2.  Add  the  words  Provided,  that  in 
congregations  where  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  obtain  monthly 
subscriptions  for  Diocesan  Missions,  as  at  present  enjoined,  a  monthly 
or  quarterly  collection  through  the  offertory  at  a  Sunday  service  may  be 
substituted  therefor. 

Chapter  III,  Canon  I.  Strike  out  the  words  and  Missions  from  the 
title  and  from  the  last  line  of  section  1.  Strike  out  also  the  whole  of 
section  2. 

Chapter  III.     Insert  Canon  VIII,  as  follows : 

MISSIONS. 

Section  1.  Any  Mission  outside  the  limits  of  an  already  existing 
Parish  may  be  organized  by  the  Bishop,  at  his  discretion,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  residents  in  the  neighborhood. 

Sec.  2.  The  officers  of  an  Organized  Mission  shall  be  a  Warden,  Treas- 
urer and  Clerk,  two  of  the  offices  being  held,  if  necessary,  by  one  person. 

Sec.  3.  The  Bishop  shall  appoint  the  above-named  officers  at  the 
organization  of  the  Mission,  and  thereafter  on  the  first  Monday  in  Ad- 
vent of  each  year  :  Provided,  that  whenever  the  number  of  male  com- 
municants in  said  Mission  shall  be  not  less  than  five,  said  male  com- 
municants shall,  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in  Advent,  unless  some 
other  day  be  appointed  by  the  officers,  elect  from  their  own  number 
the  officers  of  the  Mission ;  and  in  case  they  fail  to  do  so,  the  Bishop 
may  either  appoint  new  officers,  or  allow  the  officers  last  chosen  to  con- 
tinue until  the  first  Monday  in  Advent  next  ensuing.
